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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 


The  Norton  School  Committee  is  proud  to  report  to  the  citizens  of  Norton 
that  the  1979/80  school  year  was  an  exceptionally  fine  year  academically,  and 
outstanding  in  the  area  of  community  interest  and  involvement. 

With  the  overwhelming  concern  nationally,  statewide,  and  locally  regard- 
ing the  competency  of  our  young  people,  the  State  Department  of  Education 
has  required  the  establishment  of  a  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program  effective 
in  September  1980.  The  skill  areas  to  be  evaluated  the  first  year  will  be  reading, 
math,  and  language;  the  second  year  will  be  writing  and  speaking. 

The  state  strongly  encouraged  community  participation,  thus  the  forma- 
tion of  policy  boards  were  begun  at  the  elementary,  middle  and  high  school 
levels.  Each  board  consisted  of  parents,  teachers,  administrators  and  local  busi- 
nessmen. A  great  many  concerns  and  questions  arose  because  the  state  guide- 
lines were  unclear.  Mr.  Robert  Smith,  Coordinator  of  Elementary  Math,  Science 
and  Social  Studies;  Mr.  William  Ferrara,  Coordinator  of  Reading,  Systemwide, 
and  Elementary  Language  Arts;  Miss  Grace  Kiernan,  English  Department 
Chairman;  and  Mr.  Frederick  Kelley,  Math  Department  Chairman,  attended 
several  workshops  and  seminars  to  keep  abreast  of  the  changes,  express  our  con- 
cerns, and  inform  us  of  the  exact  interpretation  of  the  final  recommendations 
set  forth  by  the  state. 

The  policy  boards  at  the  elementary  and  middle  school  levels  recom- 
mended the  use  of  the  Stanford  Achievement  Test,  which  is  presently  adminis- 
tered annually.  These  tests  would  be  given  at  the  third  and  sixth  grade  levels  to 
determine  minimal  competency  levels.  At  the  high  school  level  the  state  Basic 
Skills  exam  will  be  used  at  the  ninth  grade  level.  These  policy  boards  also 
evaluated  various  methods  of  standard  setting.  The  method  which  all  groups 
agreed  upon  was  contrasting  groups,  which  provides  that  the  professional  staff 
evaluates  the  expectations  of  students  taking  the  test,  and  by  graphing  the  out- 
come versus  the  expected  outcome,  the  intersect  becomes  the  passing  grade. 
There  was  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  put  into  the  making  of  these  decisions, 
and  we  are  extremely  pleased  and  appreciative  of  the  many  citizens  and  staff 
members  whose  input  was  so  important  to  our  final  decision  on  the  proposed 
Basic  Skills  Improvement  Policy  for  Norton. 

This  year  the  school  committee  was  also  involved  in  contract  negotiations 
with  custodial,  cafeteria  and  clerical  staffs,  as  well  as  the  confidential  secretaries 
and  the  superintendent.  A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  negotiating,  with  tenta- 
tive agreements  being  reached  prior  to  town  meeting,  and  ratification  for  a  two- 
year  contract  being  voted  on  May  12,  1980. 
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Our  aggregate  school  appropriation  for  fiscal  '81  was  $5,573,720.  or  an 
8.3%  increase  over  fiscal  '80.  This  figure  includes  salary  increases  of  6.5%, 
electric  and  gasoline  cost  increases  of  almost  50%,  repairs,  increased  tuition 
costs  for  special  needs  students,  as  well  as  cafeteria  and  athletic  expenditures. 

We  feel  this  budget  demonstrates  our  commitment  to  fiscal  reponsibility, 
balanced  with  our  commitment  for  educational  excellence.  We  would  like  to 
extend  our  sincere  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  taxpayers  of  Norton  for 
their  continued  support  of  the  Norton  Public  Schools. 

On  August  27th  Mr.  Kevin  MacCaffrie  resigned  from  his  position  on  the 
school  committee  citing  he  could  no  longer  serve  the  best  interest  of  the  town 
due  to  strong  commitments  at  home  and  at  work.  We  wish  to  express  our  appre- 
ciation to  Mr.  MacCaffrie  for  the  time  and  effort  he  gave  in  serving  this  commu- 
nity. In  accordance  with  the  law  governing  appointments  to  fill  vacancies,  we 
met  jointly  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  appointed  Mr.  Howard  Falcon  to 
serve  in  Mr.  MacCaffrie 's  place  until  the  election  in  April.  We  would  like  to 
thank  Mr.  Falcon  for  his  commitment  to  serve  the  community,  as  well  as  the 
young  people  of  Norton.  We  would  also  like  to  welcome  Mr.  Edward  Woods, 
who  was  elected  to  serve  for  the  next  three  years. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  commend  the  young  people  of  Norton  for 
their  outstanding  accomplishments,  both  academically  and  athletically.  A  very 
special  thanks  is  extended  to  Mr.  David  Mollica  for  his  outstanding  leadership  as 
varsity  baseball  coach,  and  to  the  Norton  Lancer  Champion  Baseball  Team  for 
the  state  Division  HI  title.

NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


This  is  the  85th  annual  school  report.  I  am  pleased  to  have  been  able  to 
have  submitted  the  last  eleven  reports. 

The  membership  of  the  Norton  School  Committee  has  changed  during  the 
school  year  1979/80  due  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Kevin  MacCaffrie.  Mr. 
Howard  Falcon  was  appointed  to  serve  the  remainder  of  Mr.  MacCaffrie's  term. 
Also,  in  the  spring  Mr.  Edward  R.  Woods  was  elected  to  the  committee.  The 
school  committee  members  spend  numerous  hours,  and  the  community  is  for- 
tunate in  having  people  of  quality  and  dedication  willing  to  make  the  numerous 
sacrifices  necessary  for  such  a  vital  function  of  our  society. 

This  past  school  year  has  had  as  its  chief  characteristic  one  of  concen- 
trated effort  in  various  financial  areas.  The  school  department  has  been  actively 
involved  in  the  implementation  of  the  fiscal  1980  budget  with  a  1.8%  increase. 
Due  to  inflation  and  the  high  cost  of  energy,  constant  monitoring  of  the  budget 
was  required,  coupled  with  an  extensive  and  comprehensive  energy  conservation 
program  which  enabled  us  to  cope  with  the  unexpected  rise  in  both  fuel  and 
energy  costs.  This  monitoring  was  extremely  necessary  in  order  to  live  within 
our  budget,  and  I  am  very  pleased  to  announce  that  we  were  successful,  and 
returned  to  the  community  in  June,  1980,  $45,992.00. 

In  connection  with  the  above  budgetary  limits  for  fiscal  '80  was  the  com- 
piling of  the  fiscal  1981  budget  with  the  governor's  4%  tax  cap.  Needless  to  say, 
much  time  was  spent  on  financial  matters.  However,  equal  time  was  given  to  our 
most  important  function  and  the  reason  for  our  existence,  providing  quality 
education  to  students,  and  insuring  that  learning  takes  place. 

Mr.  James  Neveu,  Director  of  Facilities,  is  to  be  highly  complimented  for 
his  leadership  in  the  conservation  of  energy.  Numerous  techniques  have  been 
utilized  in  order  to  conserve  energy  and  hold  down  the  cost.  A  systematic  and 
conscientious  effort  of  delamping  wherever  possible  in  corridors  and  work  areas 
has  been  accomplished;  the  installation  of  thermostatically  controlled  time- 
clocks  to  regulate  starting  and  shutdown  times  on  boilers,  and  also  the  adapta- 
tion of  entering  the  night  mode  as  soon  as  possible;  the  calibration  of  all 
thermostats  in  classroom  areas  to  68°  and  65°  in  the  physical  education  areas 
during  occupied  times.  During  unoccupied  times  the  thermostats  are  set  at  55°. 

The  coordination  of  extracurricular  activities,  both  after  school  and  at 
night,  has  been  accomplished  to  avoid  duplication  of  power  and  lights  in  our 
school  buildings;  the  installation  of  corridor  thermostatically  controlled  units 
to  regulate  heat;  a  sound  maintenance  program  involving  both  heat  and  control 
service  contracts  in  order  to  provide  that  all  heating  apparatus  are  at  peak  effi- 
ciency, with  clean  filters,  belts  tightened,  and  in  perfect  working  condition. 
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Finally,  the  full  implementation  of  state  guidelines  for  the  reduction  of  fresh  air 
intake  in  unit  ventilators. 

Because  of  the  above—  listed  conservation  methods,  a  15%  savings  in  fuel 
utilization  has  been  realized.  With  the  inflationary  costs  affecting  fuel,  this  has 
resulted  in  a  very  high  percentage  of  dollars  saved. 

The  oil  burners  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  and  Middle  School  boiler  rooms  are 
currently  being  replaced  with  more  efficient  cost— effective  units. 

We  have  been  involved,  through  Project  SPOKE,  in  collective  bidding  of 
oil,  which  reflects  volume  purchasing  power.  We  have  applied  for  and  received 
our  own  gasoline  allocation  from  the  federal  government,  and  this  reduces  the 
necessity  of  paying  both  federal  tax  and  vendor  profits,  and,  therefore,  has 
reduced  the  impact  of  the  spiraling  cost  of  fuel  in  our  transportation  accounts. 

A  special  note  should  be  made  and  called  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens 
that  for  conservation  reasons  the  Christmas  vacation  has  been  extended  this 
coming  year,  as  well  as  the  Martin  Luther  King  weekend  in  January.  Both  of 
these  times  will  hopefully  result  in  saving  energy. 

In  order  to  maintain  a  high  level  of  educational  standard  without  con- 
tinuing the  drain  on  the  taxpayer,  the  school  department  has  attempted  to  in- 
vestigate as  many  methods  as  possible  to  efficiently  use  all  of  its  resources. 
We  purchased  a  second  mini  bus  for  special  education  transportation,  which  has 
provided  a  substantial  savings.  We  are  very  pleased  that  the  Council  on  Aging 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  transferred  their  old  bus  to  the  school  department, 
and  for  the  school  year  1980/81  we  will  be  utilizing  three  buses  for  the  trans- 
porting of  special  needs  students. 

The  academic  year  has  been  very  successful,  and  I  have  been  very  pleased 
with  the  involvement  of  the  parent  advisory  boards  with  their  concern  and  in- 
terests in  the  operation  of  the  schools.  The  individualized  educational  programs 
have  been  extremely  successful  on  the  elementary  level,  and  the  unit  organiza- 
tion has  been  very  beneficial.  We  are  very  pleased  with  our  test  score  results. 

In  the  middle  school,  with  the  adoption  of  a  middle  school  concept,  and 
the  identification  of  students  within  their  units,  adjustment  to  the  early  adoles- 
cent years  has  been  greatly  aided,  and  has  provided  tremendous  spirit  and 
accomplishments  within  that  building.  I  would  like  to  commend  the  staff 
members  for  their  dedication  and  concentration  of  efforts,  and  realize  that  we 
have  asked  them  to  do  more. 

In  the  reports  by  the  various  principals,  methods  and  techniques  used  to 
meet  the  individual  needs  of  students  will  be  mentioned.  Much  time  has  been 
spent  this  year  on  the  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Policy,  which  is  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  competency  based  examinations  for  early,  late  elementary,  and 
secondary  students,  in  reading,  writing  and  mathematics,  which  will  be  in  effect 
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in  the  next  school  year.  I  am  very  pleased  with  the  support  of  the  community, 
the  staff  members,  the  steering  committee,  and  the  school  committee  for  their 
professional  and  sincere  undertaking  of  this  policy. 

The  school  department  has  been  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  provide, 
and  will  continue  to  provide,  meaningful  education  for  all  students.  Through 
our  staff  members'  efforts  and  the  federal  projects,  we  have  met  not  only  the 
goals  of  the  overall  student,  but  also  have  singled  out  for  special  instruction 
students  in  such  areas  as  early  childhood,  language  delayed,  career  education, 
and  the  gifted  and  talented. 

The  past  school  year  ended  on  an  extremely  positive  note.  We  have  been 
very  pleased  with  the  overall  accomplishments  of  our  athletic  teams,  but  in 
June  the  Norton  Lancer  Varsity  Baseball  Team  won  the  Mayflower  League 
Championship  and  the  Division  III  Southeastern  Massachusetts  baseball  cham- 
pionship. This  accomplishment  in  itself  is  outstanding.  The  Lancers  then  went 
on  to  compete  in  the  Massachusetts  State  Championship,  and  as  we  all  know, 
became  the  first  team  in  the  history  of  Norton  to  be  not  only  Division  Cham- 
pions, but  are  the  Massachusetts  State  Division  III  baseball  champions.  We  are 
extremely  proud  of  the  team,  and  their  coach,  Mr.  David  Mollica,  and  would  like 
to  congratulate  them  once  again  and  express  our  pride  and  admiration  for  this 
accomplishment.

In  its  second  year  of  operation  the  Solmonese  School  was  composed  of  the 
same  staff  members  as  in  its  first  year  except  for  two  new  staff  members,  Miss 
Linda  Jencyowski  and  Miss  Judy  Hancox,  both  second  grade  teachers. 

The  number  of  parent  volunteers  increased  from  93  parents  to  124.  The 
increase  was  largely  due  as  a  result  of  the  increase  in  kindergarten  volunteers.

During  the  1979-80  school  year  the  Solmonese  Parent  Organization 
arranged  for  the  New  England  Theatre  Guild  for  Children  to  present  the  play, 
The  Pied  Piper.  The  parent  group  also  sponsored  the  Fishing  Derby  for  both 
J.  C.  Solmonese  and  L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary  School  students.  Along  with  the 
parent  organizations  from  L.  G.  Nourse  and  the  Middle  School,  the  Solmonese 
Parent  Organization  helped  arrange  three  evening  presentations.  The  mini- 
seminars  held  at  the  Solmonese  School  included  Terry  and  Dave  Wilson  from 
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NORCAP,  speaking  on  Alcohol  and  Drug  Abuse,  and  Michael  O'Connor  from 
the  Attleboro  Area  Mental  Health,  who  spoke  on  the  stresses  of  parenting. 

The  Solmonese  Parent  Organization  sponsored  the  following  fund  raising 
events:  A  bake  sale,  ham  and  bean  supper,  and  a  flea  market-carnival.  A  total 
of  $1,900.00  was  raised  at  these  events. 

Plans  for  next  year  include  sponsoring  the  RIF  (Reading  is  Fundamental) 
Program,  and  bringing  the  storyteller,  Carol  Hurst,  to  the  school  for  student  and 
parent  performances. 

Mr.  Fernandes,  assistant  principal,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Police  De- 
partment, and  Officer  Michael  Smith,  conducted  a  bicycle  safety  program,  as 
well  as  a  safety  program  on  swimming.  During  the  fall  and  spring  bus  safety  pro- 
grams were  held  for  all  students.

LAURENCE  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

The  Parent  Advisory  Board  has  been  very  active  this  year  chaired  by  Mr. 
Douglas  May.  Bake  sales  were  held  at  conference  times.  Sweatshirts  and  T— 
shirts  were  sold.  Due  to  these  money— making  events  the  Board  brought  the 
New  England  Theatre  Guild  and  the  Trailside  Museum  to  school  where  the 
entire  school  enjoyed  the  performances.  They  were  educational  as  well  as  en- 
joyable. The  Board  also  sponsored  evening  parent  meetings,  and  a  spring  tea  to 
say  "thank  you"  to  volunteers  and  homeroom  mothers  was  held  by  the  Board 
and  staff  members.  Meetings  were  held  twice  a  month,  with  one  morning  and 
one  evening  meeting  each  month. 

The  "Stuffed  Animal  Show"  and  Disco  Dance  were  sponsored  by  the 
Parent  Advisory  Board.  The  annual  fishing  derby  was  held  in  June  with  the 
J.  C.  Solmonese  Parent  Organization. 
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On  realeased  Wednesdays  help  sessions  were  held  from  1:30  p.m.  to  2:30 
p.m.  with  the  late  buses  leaving  at  2:30  p.m.  On  the  regular  Wednesday  schedule, 
activity  periods  were  held  the  last  hour  with  numerous  activities  going  on  which 
each  unit.  Each  unit  planned  and  organized  their  own  activities.  Some  activities 
offered  were  Softball,  hockey,  wood  crafting,  cooking,  sewing,  macrame,  chorus 
and  library.  One  of  the  units  in  Social  Studies  has  a  Career  Awareness  unit. 
Parents  visited  the  classrooms  using  slides  and  materials  to  tell  about  their 
careers. 

Another  unit  visited  Wheaton  College,  enjoyed  a  picnic  on  the  grounds, 
and  visited  the  science  building. 

Another  unit,  with  Grades  four  and  five  had  two  fund— raising  events. 
Through  these  activities  they  were  able  to  sponsor  an  assembly  which  was  for 
the  entire  school.  The  Puppet  Workshop,  Inc.,  came  to  the  school  and  put  on 
two  showings  of  'The  Taming  of  the  Schlunk."  This  humorous  play  was  enthu- 
siastically received  by  all  the  students. 

An  awards  assembly  was  held  the  last  day  of  school  for  Grade  five  stud- 
ents. Certificates  were  given  in  each  homeroom  for  areas  of  language  arts  and 
mathematics.  Certificates  for  outstanding  work  in  physical  education,  art  and 
music,  were  also  given,  two  in  each  area.  Two  awards  were  given  for  the  entire 
grade  for  excellent  achievement  and  two  awards  for  the  most  improved. 

This  school  year  has  been  one  of  success  through  the  cooperation  and  hard 
work  of  all  professional  and  supportive  staff  members. 

LANGUAGE  ARTS 

Mr.  William  A.  Ferrara,  Coordinator 

COMPETENCY  TESTS:  One  of  the  main  tasks  of  the  Language  Arts 
Department  was  to  work  on  the  Competency  Test  for  Reading  and  Language. 
The  coordinator  matched  the  curriculum  objectives  with  those  on  the  Stanford 
Achievement  Test  and  found  they  were  all  taught  by  the  time  of  testing  in  Grade 
Three  and  Grade  Six.  The  coordinator  held  workshops  with  teachers  to  explain 
and  demonstrate  the  holistic  process  of  scoring  for  the  written  language  sample. 
He  also  met  with  a  selected  group  of  teachers  to  set  the  standards  for  the  Com- 
petency Test  at  Grade  Three  and  Grade  Six  levels. 

CURRICULUM:  The  coordinator  continued  to  assess  the  curriculum  in 
the  areas  of  reading,  spelling,  penmanship,  and  language.  Written  reports  and 
evaluations  were  submitted  with  recommendations  and  suggestions  for  improve- 
ment. At  the  elementary  level  an  alternative  basal  program  beginning  at  the 
second  grade  level  was  purchased.  This  program  is  to  be  used  at  the  discretion 
of  the  teacher  with  those  few  students  who  do  not  respond  well  to  Programmed 
Reading.  The  Merrill  Linguistic  Series  is  also  used  as  an  alternative. 
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At  the  middle  school  the  coordinator  prepared  a  number  of  special  units 
to  be  used  with  the  accelerated  reading  classes  in  Grade  eight.  This  was  the  first 
year  all  seventh  and  eighth  graders  were  required  to  take  reading.  These  units 
included:  The  Development  of  Language,  Context  Clues,  Prefixes  -Suffixes,  and 
a  unit  on  the  history  of  drama.  Classical  and  contemporary  plays  were  read  by 
the  students.  Two  special  units  were  purchased  for  the  gifted  with  PRISM  funds. 
These  include  Poetry  and  Literature/Adventure  and  Suspense.  Two  advanced 
textbooks  were  ordered  for  the  accelerated  classes.  A  revised  7/8  grade  reading 
curriculum  was  prepared  to  accommodate  the  new  program. 

The  coordinator  and  the  7/8  grade  teachers  gave  a  presentation  before  the 
school  committee  describing  the  entire  7/8  reading  program.  This  presentation 
was  also  given  at  the  ERR  conference  in  Braintree. 

At  the  high  school,  revisions  were  made  in  the  curriculum  to  improve 
coordination  between  eighth  and  ninth  grades  and  to  accommodate  those  stud- 
ents who  will  need  additional  instruction  as  a  result  of  the  Basic  Skills  Program. 
Regular  meetings  were  held  with  the  high  school  reading  teachers  to  discuss 
budget  requests,  techniques,  methods,  and  to  make  recommendations  for  the 
1980/81  school  year. 

WORKSHOPS:  In— service  workshops  were  held  at  the  elementary  and 
middle  school  levels  in  penmanship,  spelling,  and  reading,  in  the  content  areas. 
A  workshop  on  Creativity  in  Teaching  was  given  at  the  elementary  level.  Work- 
shops concerning  implementation  of  the  Basic  Skills  Policy  were  held  at  all 
levels. 

SPECIAL  PROJECT:  The  Language  Arts  Department  sponsored  a  letter 
writing  activity  in  conjunction  with  Save  the  Children  Day.  The  fourth,  fifth, 
and  sixth  grade  students  wrote  class  letters  which  were  read  at  a  Senate  hearing 
in  Washington.  The  theme  of  the  letters  was  "Dear  Candidate:  If  I  were  elected 
president  this  is  how  I  would  help  children." 

In  conjunction  with  the  school  librarians  the  coordinator  has  initiated  a 
literature  curriculum  for  the  elementary  grades  which  will  be  completed  during 
the  summer.  A  composition  book  for  grades  seven  and  eight  was  purchased. 
This  text,  which  covers  all  areas  of  writing,  will  be  incorporated  into  the  English 
curriculum  next  year. 

TITLE  I:  Title  I  services  are  provided  from  grades  four  through  eight. 
The  Language  Arts  coordinator,  also  Title  I  director,  was  on  the  planning  com- 
mittee for  the  annual  Title  I  conference  for  teachers  and  aides.  Title  I  staff 
meetings  were  held  throughout  the  year.  The  program  served  137  students. 
Under  the  Department  of  Education's  new  policy,  Norton  is  on  a  three  year 
project  which  means  the  proposal  does  not  have  to  be  rewritten  until  1982/83. 
The  Title  I  funding  provides  for  four  teachers  and  four  aides,  a  part— time  direc- 
tor, and  an  outside  evaluator. 
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ELEMENTARY  MATH,  SCIENCE  AND  SOCIAL  STUDIES 
Mr.  Robert  P.  Smith,  Coordinator 

This  has  been  a  year  to  prepare  for  the  implementation  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Basic  Skills  Improvement  Policy.  Beginning  in  September  in  grades  3,  6, 
and  9,  students  will  be  evaluated  for  minimum  competency  in  the  areas  of  math, 
reading  and  writing.  Follow— up  programs  have  been  established  to  assist  those 
students  who  do  not  meet  minimum  standards.  High  school  students  will  be 
reassessed  each  year  until  they  meet  the  standards  for  Norton  in  each  area.  The 
intent  of  the  Basic  Skills  Program  is  to  continually  evaluate  curriculum  and 
assist  all  students  in  attaining  a  level  of  competency  which  will  contribute  to 
each  individual  becoming  a  more  productive  member  of  the  community. 

The  individualized  math  program  has  been  extended  to  grade  eight.  Now 
students  in  grades  K— 8  will  have  a  program  of  instruction  appropriate  for  their 
individual  needs.  Math  honors  have  been  gained  by  elementary  and  middle 
school  students  in  various  competitions.  The  sixth  grade  students  received  a 
plaque  for  winning  the  Regional  Championship  in  the  New  England  Mathematics 
League  Math  Contest.  Also,  the  grade  eight  math  team  received  a  trophy  for 
their  third  place  finish  in  the  Massasoit  Principals'  Math  League.  The  Chisanbop 
Finger  Calculation  method  was  "piloted"  in  two  first  grade  classrooms  this  year. 
An  assessment  of  this  method  will  be  completed  and  recommendations  given  to 
its  future  in  the  K  —8  math  curriculum. 

Science  and  Social  Studies  continue  to  provide  students  with  the  experi- 
ences and  activities  necessary  to  initiate  and  develop  the  knowledge  and  skills 
required  to  become  competent  in  these  areas.  Especially  successful  this  year 
were  the  science  fairs  at  the  L.  G.  Nourse  School,  J.  C.  Solmonese  School,  and 
the  Middle  School.  Over  two  hundred  students  prepared,  displayed  and  demon- 
strated their  interest  and  knowledge  on  a  variety  of  topics. 

Each  year  these  three  areas  are  continually  reviewed  and  revitalized  in  an 
attempt  to  strengthen  the  curriculum.  This  continual  updating  will  provide  a 
relevant  and  stimulating  program  for  the  kindergarten  students  through  grade 
eight. 


MIDDLE  SCHOOL

The  school  year  1979/80  was  a  busy  and  productive  period.  The  major 
academic  change  that  took  effect  this  year  was  the  elimination  of  the  foreign 
language  program  for  grades  seven  and  eight  students.  In  its  place  all  students 
were  required  to  take  reading.  The  curriculum  revisions  made  by  Mr.  Ferrara 
and  the  reading  teachers  effectively  met  the  needs  of  these  additional  students, 
and  the  school  committee  was  given  a  presentation  of  this  program  in  the  early 
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fall.  We  have  been  pleased  with  its  result,  and  also  with  the  fact  that  all  students 
are  receiving  instruction  in  this  most  important  subject  through  grade  eight. 

IMS  Math  was  extended  through  grade  eight  and  the  transition  has  gone 
smoothly  for  both  students  and  staff  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Smith.  Stu- 
dents were  also  given  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  math  contests  this  year. 
Miss  Carney  and  Mrs.  DeMichele  assisted  in  conducting  the  New  England  Mathe- 
matics League  Math  Contest,  and  our  sixth  grade  students  received  a  plaque  for 
winning  the  regional  championship.  Our  grade  eight  math  team,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Mrs.  Vital,  received  a  trophy  for  its  third  place  finish  in  the  Massasoit 
Principals'  Math  League.  Continuing  with  contests,  the  Knights  of  Columbus 
from  Attleboro  sponsored  an  essay  contest  and  invited  our  school  to  participate. 
Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Perez,  two  of  our  grade  seven  students  were  winners. 
Ines  Rutkovskis  won  first  place  and  a  $100  savings  bond.  Scott  Brady  won  hon- 
orable mention  and  a  $25  savings  bond.  We  are  proud  of  these  fine  academic 
accomplishments  of  these  students,  and  are  pleased  with  the  recognition  they 
received. 

Within  our  own  school  we  also  conducted  a  science  fair  for  all  grades. 
Many  students  participated,  and  it  was  very  successful.  These  types  of  activities 
are  used  to  continue  to  provide  meaningful  motivation  for  students  to  reach 
their  potential  in  their  academic  growth. 

Much  time  and  effort  has  been  devoted  to  the  implementation  of  the  Basic 
Skills  Improvement  Policy.  All  parents  were  invited  to  participate  in  the  formu- 
lation of  the  plans  through  a  communication  by  the  Middle  School  Parent  Ad- 
visory Board.  Meetings  were  held  during  the  year  by  the  Middle  School  Basic 
Skills  Committee,  which  consisted  of  parents,  teachers  and  administrators. 
During  these  meetings  basic  skills  objectives,  measuring  instruments,  standard 
setting  procedures,  follow-up  procedures  and  student  monitoring  procedures 
were  all  reviewed  and  agreed  upon  by  the  committee.  These  regulations  will 
take  effect  in  the  school  year  1980/81. 

In  terms  of  more  effectively  meeting  the  needs  of  all  our  students,  a  re- 
vised grade  five  student  orientation  program  was  also  developed.  In  past  years 
students  from  grade  five  had  a  brief  presentation  and  tour  of  the  middle  school 
building  in  June.  This  year  the  program  was  expanded  to  include  four  compon- 
ents: 1)  Grade  six  students  presented  assembly  programs  at  both  elementary 
schools  in  early  June,  explaining  from  a  student's  viewpoint  the  transition  con- 
cerns; 2)  Students  from  grade  five  were  given  a  complete  guided  tour  of  the 
building;  3)  Grade  five  parents  were  given  a  presentation  on  the  nature  of  the 
emerging  adolescent  child  on  the  evening  of  June  10;  4)  A  teacher/parent  pot- 
luck  supper  will  be  held  on  September  16.  These  four  events  should  provide 
ample  opportunity  for  students  and  parents  to  become  familiar  with  the  middle 
school  program,  staff,  and  building. 
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Also  begun  this  year  in  order  to  keep  all  parents  completely  aware  of  our 
school  and  programs  was  parent  visitation  days.  These  days  are  held  in  the  fall 
and  parents  from  each  team  are  given  the  opportunity  to  attend  classes  during 
the  day,  meet  once  again  their  child's  teachers  and  eat  with  their  child's  home- 
room during  lunchtime. 

This  year  Mr.  Paul  Swett  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  assistant  principal. 
He  has  performed  his  responsibilities  diligently,  and  with  quality.  The  commu- 
nity can  be  proud  to  have  such  a  fine  person  in  this  position.  He  has  contributed 
in  a  very  positive  manner  to  our  school. 

The  professional  and  supportive  staffs  have  worked  hard  to  insure  that  the 
middle  school  students  receive  a  quality  educational  program  day  in  and  day 
out.  We  appreciate  the  community  support  for  our  programs  and  pledge  to  you 
to  continue  to  maintain  high  ideals. 

HIGH  SCHOOL

With  the  advent  of  a  new  decade,  Norton  High  School  commenced  the 
1980  scholastic  year  with  a  record  enrollment  of  over  700  students,  including 
the  largest  freshman  class,  with  over  200  students. 

A  nearly  all— veteran  staff  met  the  challenge  of  providing  quality  educa- 
tion while  meeting  the  career  and  college  aspirations  of  every  student.  The 
English  Department  continued  its  curriculum  emphasis  of  writing  and  grammar, 
while  continuing  to  provide  SAT  preparation  and  midi  courses  to  upperclassmen. 
Theater  and  trips,  as  well  as  preparation  for  the  administration  of  competency 
tests  in  the  fall  of  1980,  were  other  departmental  activities. 

Supporting  the  school's  efforts  to  challenge  the  bright  pupils,  as  well  as 
the  basic  and  standard  students,  the  social  studies  department,  enthused  by  its 
first  year  success  with  eight  advanced  placement  students,  who  all  received  col- 
lege credits,  enrolled  17  students  in  the  U.  S.  Advanced  Placement  History 
course  this  year.  Next  year  a  record  number  of  25  upperclassmen  have  regis- 
tered for  the  program.  Also,  to  prepare  students  for  college  western  civilization 
classes,  the  department  is  introducing  a  Modern  European  History  course  for 
the  1980/81  academic  year. 

Justifiably  proud  of  the  career  and  business  preparation  the  business  edu- 
cation department  has  provided  students  over  the  years,  the  department,  with 
the  help  of  federal  funds,  offered  a  business  production  course  this  year.  Close 
to  400  students  were  enrolled  in  the  many  offerings  of  the  department.  Plans 
for  the  coming  year  call  for  a  course  in  office  and  secretarial  careers. 
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Several  Norton  High  School  athletic  teams  retained  their  championship 
laurels  this  year.  The  golf  team  successfully  defended  its  Mayflower  League 
Tournament  championship;  the  boys'  basketball  team  won  the  Division  III 
Mayflower  League  co— championship  and  qualified  for  post— season  play,  as  did 
the  girls'  team.  Again  we  were  asked  to  host  the  Mayflower  League  basketball 
tourney,  as  well  as  the  all— star  game  for  boys  and  for  girls.  In  the  spring  the 
track  team  concluded  a  very  successful  season  as  co— champions  and  league 
meet  champions.  The  baseball  team  successfully  defended  the  Division  III 
championship  and  qualified  for  tournament  play  at  the  state  level. 

Continuing  its  thrust  of  personal,  career,  and  college  counseling,  the 
guidance  department  provided  numerous  services  to  more  than  700  counselees. 
The  counselors  and  the  instructional  aide  worked  with  seniors  and  juniors  in  the 
use  of  the  MOIS  (Massachusetts  Occupational  Information  System)  computer, 
which  provided  information  about  the  job  market,  higher  education,  and  finan- 
cial aid. 

Admission  representatives  from  53  schools  of  higher  education  were  in- 
vited to  speak  to  college— bound  seniors.  An  Armed  Services  Day  program 
helped  14  seniors  decide  on  the  military. 

TASKs,  part  of  the  school's  Standardized  Achievement  Testing  Program, 
were  administered  in  the  fall  by  Rene  Tellier,  counselor  and  director  of  testing. 
The  results,  given  to  the  parents  on  the  first  parent  conference  night  in  Novem- 
ber, revealed  that  90  percent  of  all  students  had  scored  in  the  average  and  above 
average  range,  reflecting  the  high  school's  and  the  system's  emphasis  on  reading. 

In  the  area  of  English  and  Mathematics,  scores  revealed  more  and  more 
students  achieving  normal  and  above  normal  scores.  For  the  first  time  30 
sophomores,  as  well  as  college— bound  juniors,  took  the  Preliminary  Scholastic 
Aptitude  tests,  with  one  sophomore  scoring  at  the  National  Merit  level  and  one 
junior  at  the  Commended  level.  More  sophomores  than  usual,  54  in  number, 
took  the  elective  National  Educational  Development  tests  and  nine  received 
national  gold  certificates  for  scoring  in  the  90th  percentile.  In  all  five  areas 
tested  the  sophomores  were  near  or  at  the  75th  percentile. 

John  Kieser  directed  the  Work/Study  Program  which  enrolled  72  upper- 
classmen  in  30  different  businesses  and  industries.  He  also  directed  the  schedul- 
ing process  which  again  placed  next  year's  schedules  in  the  students'  hands 
before  the  end  of  school.  In  collaboration  with  other  local  high  schools,  John 
Atwood,  Director  of  Guidance  and  Special  Needs,  organized  both  a  college 
night  and  a  financial  aid  information  program  in  early  fall. 

Post  high  school  plans  for  the  141  graduates  are  varied.  Fifty— one  stu- 
dents will  attend  four  year  colleges,  fourteen  will  attend  two  year  colleges,  four 
will  attend  nursing  programs,  four  will  attend  other  post  secondary  schools, 
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fourteen  will  enter  the  military,  and  thirty— six  will  enter  the  work  field.  Seven- 
teen others  are  undecided  about  their  plans.  Thus,  fifty— two  percent  are  pur- 
suing higher  education;  twenty— six  percent  will  enter  the  labor  market;  ten 
percent  will  enter  the  military,  and  twelve  percent  are  undecided. 

In  the  area  of  special  needs  there  were  three  teachers  of  moderate  special 
needs  who  provided  services  to  55  students,  as  prescribed  in  their  individual 
plans.  In  addition,  a  speech  therapist,  school  psychologist,  and  psychometrist 
provided  additional  services. 

Student  Government  was  again  prominent  in  the  high  school.  Officers 
were  involved  in  the  regional  Advisory  Committee,  which  held  monthly  meet- 
ings at  Lakeville;   the  Student  Advisory  Committee,  and  the  Student  Council. 

The  Student  Advisory  Committee  appeared  before  the  School  Committee 
to  introduce  foreign  exchange  students  and  to  present  an  anti-smoking  cam- 
paign. 

Extremely  active,  the  Student  Council  attended  conventions  in  North 
Attleboro  and  Falmouth,  and  sponsored  Homecoming,  the  senior/faculty  basket- 
ball game,  the  Powder  Puff  game,  the  Santa  drive,  and  the  senior  class  breakfast. 
Also,  the  Student  Council  appropriated  $100.00  for  students  selected  to  Project 
APT,  at  Curry  College,  in  Milton,  in  a  summer  program  for  gifted  students.

At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  on  April  2,  1980,  we  noted  that  the 
punch  list  (items  to  be  corrected)  had  been  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
committee. 

On  June  3,  1980,  John  P.  Lee,  attorney  for  the  committee,  sent  the 
committee  a  letter  stating  that  the  general  contractor,  Cumberland  Building 
Corporation,  had  accepted  our  final  payment  and  had  signed  the  necessary 
document  for  the  completion  of  the  project. 

Early  this  fall  the  committee  will  call  a  meeting  and  vote  on  turning  the 
school  over  to  the  Norton  School  Committee,  at  which  time  all  unused  funds 
will  be  turned  over  to  the  Town  of  Norton  and  will  go  into  the  Excess  and 
Deficiency  Account.

NORTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE 
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SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  SCHOOL 


There  are  24  occupational  programs  offered  at  the  High  School  Level. 
The  High  School  enrollment  is  1249.  There  are  six  occupational  programs 
offered  at  the  Post— Secondary  level;  enrollment  is  183.  A  total  of  1432  stu- 
dents attend  the  day  program  at  Southeastern. 

The  evening  school  program  offers  specialized  training  to  people  of  the 
district  in  12  areas.  The  enrollment  in  1978-79  was  420.  100  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  apprenticeship  program. 

The  National  Tool  and  Die,  Precision  Machinery  Association  conducted 
a  tool  and  die  apprenticeship  program  for  21  students  this  year.  Twenty  students 
were  placed  in  machine  shops  in  the  district  area. 

The  summer  school  program  was  attended  by  80  students  who  required 
tutorial  help. 

The  job  placement  program  placed  99.6%  of  the  1978  graduating  class. 
Job  locating  and/or  placement  is  available  to  past  graduates  as  well  as  to  each 
graduating  class. 

The  interscholastic  program  competes  in  the  Mayflower  league.  The 
cross— country  team  enjoyed  a  successful  season.  They  were  the  undefeated 
league  champions  this  year. 

The  special  needs  program  continues  to  be  served  by  the  three— regional- 
school  collaborative.  The  collaborative  is  comprised  of  Southeastern,  Old 
Colony  and  Bristol— Plymouth  Regional  School  Districts. 

The  construction  of  a  pre— fabrication  center,  started  during  the  last 
school  year,  is  now  85%  complete.  It  is  expected  to  be  functional  in  October 
of  1979. 

The  football  field  has  been  relocated  and  improved.  It  was  seeded  in 
September  1978  and  will  be  ready  for  use  in  the  school  year  1980—81. 

A  synthetic  track  and  field  event  area  is  expected  to  be  installed  in  the 
spring  of  1979. 

An  individualized  typing  program  was  started  this  school  year.  It  is 
designed  for  students  who  need  to  know  the  proper  use  of  the  typewriter  in 
their  occupation.  It  is,  however,  available  to  all  students. 

A  large  group  instruction  area  is  75%  complete.  The  wiring  for  power 
and  sound  expect  to  be  completed  this  school  year. 

Southeastern  continues  to  explore  new  and  innovative  methods  of  con- 
ducting the  process  of  education  at  minimal  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  the  Dis- 
trict. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


It  is  with  pride  and  enthusiasm  that  we  submit  our  annual  report  to 
the  residents  of  Norton.  We  have  several  developments  taking  place  in  our 
town. 

The  1980  annual  town  election  brought  two  new  individuals  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen;  John  N.  Schneider,  Jr.,  and  our  first  woman  Selectman,  Dorothy 
A  Freeman.  Raymond  N.  Patenaude,  who  served  five  terms  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  and  John  H.  Drane  who  served  one  term,  were  the  outgoing  Selectmen. 

Following  the  annual  election  the  Board  conducted  their  first  meeting  as 
a  new  Board  on  May  1,  1980,  and  reorganized  with  Paul  G.  Puch  as  Chairman; 
Leonard  P.  Silvia  as  Vice— Chairman;    and  John  N.  Schneider,  Jr.,  as  Clerk 

As  you  know,  an  audit  was  conducted  encompassing  the  financial  and 
managerial  aspects  of  the  town  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1979.  In  this  audit 
report,  many  recommendations  were  made  and  at  this  time  the  Board  is  in  the 
process  of  reviewing  the  recommendations  with  the  department  heads  involved. 
It  is  our  goal  to  successfully  implement  the  recommendations  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  town. 

For  the  past  year  the  Board  has  been  engaged  in  the  development  of  a 
policy  manual  whereby  the  rulings  and  procedures  of  the  Selectmen  will  be 
clearly  delineated.  This  manual  will  be  a  valuable  asset,  not  only  to  the  present 
board,  but  for  future  boards  as  it  contains  specific  written  administrative  pro- 
cedures and  policies.  We  hope  to  have  the  policy  manual  completed  in  the  near 
future,  and,  as  taxpayers,  you  will  be  welcome  to  review  the  manual  for  the 
purpose  of  familiarizing  yourself  with  the  Board's  procedures. 

As  the  Chief  Executive  Officers  of  the  Town  of  Norton,  it  is  our  utmost 
concern  that  past,  present,  and  future  problems  be  intelligently  and  realistically 
viewed  and  acted  upon.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  Board  has  developed  vari- 
ous sub-committees  to  study  and  analyze  past,  present,  and  future  problems 
that  have  an  affect  on  the  town.  Sub— Committees  consist  of  a  member(s)  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  interested  residents,  some  sub— committees  already 
formed  include;  tax  reform,  grants,  landfill  study,  master  plan,  Paul  A.  Dever 
land  development,  needs  and  growth  of  Norton,  energy  conservation,  traffic 
control  and  computerization.  We  are  most  enthusiastic  about  the  aspirations  of 
the  sub— committees,  as  it  is  people  working  together  and  sharing  diversified 
views  on  important  issues  that  helps  to  create  effective  management  of  town 
affairs,  which  is  essential  to  the  growth  of  our  town. 

For  the  coming  year  the  major  issue,  once  again,  will  be  budgetary  con- 
straint.   We  will  soon  be  commencing  the  process  of  reviewing  departmental 
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revenue  and  expenditures  and  it  is  the  Board's  sincere  intent,  along  with  the 
Finance  Committee,  to  provide  the  residents  of  Norton  with  a  well— balanced 
budget  that  will  meet  the  needs  of  our  town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  while  exercising  the  primary  leadership  in  Nor- 
ton, share  responsibility  with  other  Boards,  Commissions,  Committees,  and 
Officers.  It  is  our  desire  that  the  cooperation  and  open  communication  that  we 
have  received  in  the  past  year  from  those  Boards,  Commissions,  and  Committees, 
will  continue  into  the  future  as  our  town  progresses,  not  only  in  size  but  in 
goals  and  achievements.

REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 


During  the  Fiscal  Year  1980  the  Personnel  Board  worked  towards  the 
completion  of  its  Policy  Manual  which  contains  job  descriptions  for  Town  em- 
ployees under  its  jurisdiction,  a  revised  Classification  Plan  and  Salary  Adminis- 
tration Plan,  Administrative  Orders,  and  various  forms  to  be  used  in  developing 
a  uniform  record— keeping  system  of  employee  information.  The  Policy  Manual 
is  approximately  90  percent  complete. 

In  March,  the  Board  met  with  the  Finance  Committee  to  formally  present 
individual  employee  salary  and  wage  recommendations  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1981, 
based  on  departmental  evaluations  and  review  by  the  Board. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May  the  voters  adopted  the  Classification 
Plan  and  Salary  Administration  Plan  devised  by  the  Board,  along  with  several 
amendments  to  the  Personnel  Board  by-law. 

At  the  end  of  the  Fiscal  year  1980  the  Personnel  Board  lost  the  services  of 
its  chairman,  H.  M.  Pastra— Landis.   The  Board,  in  a  letter  to  the  Moderator, 
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expressed  their  deep  regret  that  Mr.  Pastra— Landis  failed  to  gain  reappointment 
to  a  board  that  he  has  served  faithfully  and  diligently  for  the  past  two  years.

We 
certified  names  on  all  candidate's  papers  for  the  Presidential  Primary  and  the 
Town  Election,  also,  on  all  initiative  petitions  submitted  to  us. 

The  members  of  the  Board  were  present  at  the  polls  at  both  elections 
to  certify  and  assist  voters. 

We  held  regular  and  special  sessions  for  voter  registration  as  prescribed  by 

law. 

For  the  first  time  the  Annual  Town  Census  was  conducted  by  mail  and 
for  the  most  part  was  quite  successful.  Cooperation  from  townspeople  is  needed 
for  this  project. 

Miss  Betsey  Burbank  came  to  work  for  us  on  a  part— time  basis  as  a  clerk 
and  tabulated  the  census  results  and  updated  the  voting  list. 

Residents  may  register  to  vote  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  on  Monday 
through  Friday  from  9:00  A.M.  until  5:00  P.M.  and  on  Thursday  evening  until 
8:00  P.M.  or  on  any  designated  special  session.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Norton  Planning  Board  consists  of  seven  elected  members  who  act  to 
coordinate  planning  and  development  in  the  Town  through  review  of  subdivision 
proposals,  special  permits  under  Zoning,  and  approval  of  plans  for  the  division  of 
land  into  lots  on  existing  streets.  The  Planning  Board  provides  a  comprehensive 
view  of  projects  for  community  facility  improvement  and  overall  growth  of  the 
Town. 

In  Fiscal  1980  the  Planning  Board  held  27  Regular  Meetings,  9  Public 
Hearings,  and  2  Workshop  Sessions.  The  Board  meets  with  other  Town  Boards 
and  Departments  as  well  as  various  regional  and  state  officials  on  a  variety  of 
subjects  that  have  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Board. 

Through  the  review  of  plans  denoting  the  division  of  land  into  lots  for 
building,  the  Board  has  approved  21  plans  totalling  29  residential  lots  and  21 
commercial  lots.  Two  plans  have  been  denied. 

Fiscal  80  saw  a  lack  of  subdivision  proposals.  Where  no  new  subdivisions 
have  been  submitted  for  approval,  the  Planning  Board  has  been  working  with 
developers  of  subdivisions  under  construction  or  near  completion  to  aid  in  quick 
completion.  Performance  bonds  posted  by  developers  to  cover  construction  of 
the  services  and  roadways  have  either  been  released  to  the  developer  at  the  com- 
pletion of  a  project  or  taken  by  the  Town  for  use  by  the  Highway  Department  in 
completing  roads  where  the  developer  has  defaulted  on  his  responsibility.  In  this 
manner,  the  Planning  Board  has  cleared  many  bonds  from  the  books  for  sub- 
divisions constructed  as  early  as  1972. 

The  Planning  Board  has  been  very  concerned  in  the  issuance  of  Special 
Permits  for  Zoning  Compliance  under  the  Zoning  By— Laws.  Eleven  Special 
Permits  were  granted  this  year  for  a  variety  of  uses  ranging  from  kennels  and 
livestock  to  restaurants.  The  Board  has  been  attaching  specific  conditions  on  the 
approval  of  these  permits  to  insure  the  safety  and  attractiveness  of  the  uses  as 
well  as  serving  to  protect  the  neighborhood  in  which  these  uses  are  located. 
Several  Special  Permits  granted  in  Fiscal  1979  connected  with  construction  of 
1495  were  overturned  in  court  in  1980.  These  permits  involved  Earth  Removal, 
a  continuing  controversy  in  Town.  The  Planning  Board  has  drawn  up  a  strict 
list  of  items  to  be  attached  to  Earth  Removal  Permits  as  conditions  which  cover 
protection  and  complete  restoration  of  Earth  Removal  sites.  The  Planning 
Board  also  requires  a  performance  bond  to  be  posted  by  the  developer  to  cover 
excavation  and  restoration  of  the  site. 

Some  of  the  other  projects  of  the  Planning  Board  this  year  include:  House 
Number  Changes,  Zoning  By— Law  revisions,  Subdivision  Regulation  revisions 
to  set  standards  for  Cluster  Development,  Census  Review,  Bikepath  Wetlands 
permit  and  the  development  of  a  Planning  Board  Policy  and  Procedure  Hand- 
book. 
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In  the  spring  of  1980  the  Planning  Board  developed  a  questionnaire  to  be 
distributed  throughout  the  Town.  The  survey  asks  resident's  opinions  on  com- 
mercial and  industrial  growth  in  Town,  as  well  as  their  opinion  on  a  variety  of 
other  growth— oriented  issues.  Distribution  will  be  completed  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1980  and  results  are  expected  in  the  fall.  Results  from  the  survey  will 
be  used  to  update  the  Town's  Master  Plan,  and  as  a  guideline  for  future  policy 
decisions  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Planning  Board  members  and  the  Town  Planner  are  also  involved  with 
various  sub— committees  in  the  Town  dealing  with  development  issues.  They 
work  with  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  Departments  to  give 
a  fresh  look  to  specific  issues  ranging  from  the  sale  of  the  Paul  A.  Dever  Indus- 
trial Site  to  the  search  for  a  new  landfill  site  and  solicitation  of  Federal  and  State 
Grants. 

The  Planning  Board  Office  is  open  between  8  AM  and  4  PM  —  Monday 
through  Friday.  The  Planning  Board  Staff  is  available  to  answer  questions  re- 
lated to  Planning,  Zoning  and  development.  The  Planning  Board  library  has  in- 
formation on  Solar  Heating,  Housing  Rehabilitation,  Resource  Conservation, 
Land  Development,  and  more.  Anyone  wishing  to  speak  to  the  Planning  Board 
should  call  the  Secretary  no  later  than  12  noon  on  Friday  to  be  placed  on  the 
agenda.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  year  1979  was  by  far  the  busiest  ever  recorded  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. Almost  every  category  of  crime  rose  sharply.  Housebreaks  jumped  from 
189  to  274,  a  45  percent  increase.  Disturbances  jumped  from  383  to  632,  a  65 
percent  increase.  Miscellaneous  calls  jumped  from  2193  to  4920,  a  decisive  124 
percent  increase.  Total  crimes  reported  jumped  from  3699  to  6872,  a  staggering 
46.17  percent  increase.  On  the  bright  side  of  the  statistical  report,  motor  vehicle 
accidents  decreased  17  percent,  from  370  to  307.  Unfortunately,  however, 
there  were  4  fatalities. 

The  Patrol  Division  logged  over  275,000  miles  and  the  Detective  Bureau 
investigated  261  cases,  a  30  percent  increase  over  the  previous  year.  They  cleared 
62.5  percent  of  the  cases. 

The  total  complaints  answered  by  the  police  department  in  1979  jumped 
from  14,180  to  20,667,  a  31.4  percent  increase.  This  averaged  out  to  59  calls 
every  twenty-four  hours,  or  20  calls  per  shift  in  1979. 

It  is  becoming  more  difficult  for  3  police  officers  on  a  patrol  to  handle 
the  volume  of  calls  being  received  each  day.  If  the  community  expects  the  po- 
lice department  to  maintain  its  efficiency  and  provide  the  service  and  protection 
it  is  designed  for,  then  at  least  one  police  officer  must  be  added  to  the  force  in 
1982,  and  at  least  three  more  by  1985. 

The  national  average  ratio  of  police  personnel  to  population  is  2  police 
officers  per  1,000  population.  With  Norton's  population  approximately  13,000, 
it  would  mean  26  police  officers.  We  now  have  20. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Police  Department  for  their 
fine  cooperation  throughout  the  past  year.  Also,  to  the  other  town  departments, 
and  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  continued  cooperation  and  guidance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
1979  -  1980 


The  Norton  Fire  Department  consists  of  a  Chief,  Deputy  Chief,  three  (3) 
Lieutenants  and  twelve  (12)  Firefighters-Emergency  Medical  Technicians  who 
are  full  time.  The  Fire  Department  is  augmented  by  a  Call  Force  consisting  of 
three  call  Captains  and  three  Call  Lieutenants  and  thirty— five  Call  firefighters. 
Over  50%  of  the  Call  Firefighters  are  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  and  pri- 
marily perform  the  same  function  as  the  regular  firefighters.  The  town  is  served 
by  three  fire  stations  strategically  located.  The  Headquarters  is  in  the  Center, 
with  one  station  in  Chartly  manned  twenty— four  hours  a  day,  and  one  in  Winne- 
cunnet,  which  is  a  call  station. 

The  number  of  calls  we  answer  is  listed  below,  along  with  the  number  of 
inspections.

The  normal  age  or  life  expectancy  for  first  line  apparatus  is  between 
fifteen  and  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  years.  The  average  age  of  our  apparatus 
is  eighteen  years  old.  Often  times  we  must  wait  months  for  parts  for  these  older 
vehicles  when  they  have  break— downs,  which  is  pretty  often.  The  replacing  of 
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fire  apparatus  should  be  on  a  long  range  plan  (Capitol  Improvement.)  In  general, 
buying  and  refurbishing  of  fire  apparatus  should  be  a  regular  item  on  the  Fire 
Department  budget.  In  most  cases,  except  for  accidents,  fire  apparatus  can  be 
anticipated  on  a  long  range  basis  with  systematic  apparatus  replacement,  pro- 
viding the  Fire  Department  with  reliable  apparatus  at  all  times. 

I  would  like  to  recommend  the  immediate  purchase  of  a  1200  GPM  or 
better  class  pumper  to  replace  the  present  1954,  twenty-six  (26)  year  old 
pumper  which  we  now  have  in  Norton  Center. 

I  would  also  like  to  recommend  the  estabUshing  of  an  apparatus  replace- 
ment fund  exclusively  for  fire  apparatus.  We  had  a  fund  like  this  back  in  the 
late  sixties  and  early  seventies. 

The  Fire  Department  must  keep  in  pace  with  the  ever— growing  needs  of 
the  town  and  be  able  to  respond  to  a  fire  quickly  and  effectively  extinguish  said 
fire.  In  order  to  do  this  we  must  be  supplied  with  the  proper  tools  with  which 
to  work. 

The  Norton  Fire  Department's  actual  fire  calls  decreased  last  year.  The 
decrease  can  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  Fire  Prevention  is  strongly  empha- 
sized with  continued  Fire  Department  Inspections.  The  actual  fire  loss  to  the 
town,  excluding  vehicle  and  brush  fires,  was  $100,922.00,  as  compared  to 
$127,000.00  the  previous  year. 

The  Town  of  Norton  received  a  Class  B  rating  from  the  Insurance  Service 
Office  following  the  recent  survey  conducted  of  the  town.  This  Class  B  rating 
should  be  noticed  by  all  Insurance  carriers  via  a  reduction  in  their  Insurance 
Premiums. 

The  Fire  Department  is  monitoring  the  growth  of  the  town,  both  on  the 
impact  of  R495  and  continued  development  of  both  dwellings  and  the  Industrial 
Park,  as  well  as  the  impact  of  Proposition  2Vi.  Any  further  development  of  ad- 
ditional personnel  would  depend  on  future  growth  in  those  above-mentioned 
areas,  and  the  final  outcome  of  Proposition  2Vi. 


EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  SERVICE 


Emergency  Medical  Service,  a  concept  that  has  rapidly  advanced  through 
infancy  to  a  state  of  mid— adolescence,  is  not  fully  matured,  yet  it  is  able  to 
understand  where  it  is  at  and  where  it  wants  to  be  going.  At  certain  times  E.M.S. 
has  been  attacked,  and  at  times  praised,  but  it  still  forges  ahead,  prolonging 
human  life  as  long  as  possible. 
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The  Town  of  Norton  should  be  proud  of  our  Emergency  Medical  Tech- 
nicians because  they  have  met  the  challenge  and  are  also  advancing  their  ex- 
pertise in  the  Medical  Field. 

The  Fire  Department  will  ask  for  a  sum  of  money  to  replace  the  present 
Rescue,  which  is  a  1974  six  year  old  vehicle.  The  present  Rescue,  which  has 
over  64,000  road  miles  and  estimated  over  4000  hours  of  idling  time  added  to 
total  usage,  is  one  tired  vehicle. 

We  collected,  last  fiscal  year,  over  $8,000.00  in  ambulance  fees.  We  would 
like,  in  the  future,  to  establish  a  revolving  account  so  that  the  fees  received  from 
ambulance  transports  could  be  used  toward  the  purchase  of  new  ambulances. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  state  that  I  sincerely  hope  that  all  residents  of 
Norton  who  have  purchased  a  woodburning  stove  or  other  heating  devices  to 
please  obtain  the  proper  permit  to  insure  their  own  safety,  as  well  as  the  safety 
of  their  loved  ones.  The  same  holds  true  for  the  purchase  of  a  smoke  detector. 
The  cost  has  been  reduced  to  where  one  may  purchase  a  detector  very  reason- 
ably. 

The  Norton  Fire  Department  does  not  endorse  any  one  type,  but  will  be 
glad  to  answer  any  and  all  questions  regarding  any  and  all  types  of  smoke  de- 
tectors or  related  equipment. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  town  departments  for  their  assistance  during  the 
year.  A  special  thanks  to  the  officers  and  firefighters  of  the  Town  of  Norton  for 
a  job  well  done.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


The  Town  of  Norton  experienced  a  relatively  quiet  year  in  regards  to 
Forest  and  brush  fires.   We  had  numerous  small  brush  fires  but  none  serious. 

We  received  a  3/4  ton  4— wheel  drive  jeep  from  the  Civil  Defense  and  a 
$750.00  Federal  Grant  from  the  Rural  Community  Fire  Protection  Agency, 
which  allowed  us  the  opportunity  to  purchase  a  pump  and  the  materials  to 
completely  renovate  this  vehicle  into  an  off— the-  road  forest  fire  truck  (  all 
work  was  done  by  the  firefighters  ).  This  truck  now  has  the  capabilities  to  go 
many  places  where  we  could  not  go  with  our  larger  trucks.  This  proved  in- 
valuable in  controlling  small  fires  from  becoming  larger  ones. 

The  burning  season  was  extended  this  year.  The  new  time  period  is 
February  15th  through  April  1 5th.  We  issued  over  900  permits. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  again  ask  owners  of  woodlands  to  please  keep 
the  fire  trails  open  and  water  holes  open  so  we  may  gain  access  in  case  of  a  fire 
in  the  woodlands.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


The  public  water  system  within  our  community  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  The  State  conducted  testing  last  spring  for 
volatile  organics  (By-products  of  chemicals  or  other  hazardous  wastes)  and 
found  none  detectable  in  any  of  our  wells. 

It  is  becoming  more  difficult  every  year  maintaining  our  quality  of  water. 
We  wish  to  thank  our  employees  for  the  vigilant  service  in  this  area.  The  general 
public  deserves  a  loud  and  vociferous  thank  you  from  us  for  their  concern,  help, 
and  dogged  refusal  to  compromise  the  quality  of  our  water  for  any  reason.  We 
appreciate  your  support  in  these  areas.  It  makes  the  hours  and  sometimes  days 
we  have  to  spend  as  your  Water  Commissioners  worthwhile. 

The  Town,  at  our  annual  town  meeting,  voted  to  construct  a  much  needed 
water  storage  facility.  We  expect  to  have  the  facility  operational  by  July,  1981. 
This  will  allow  us  to  relax  the  ban  on  automatic  sprinklers,  but  it  will  not  allow 
us  to  completely  eliminate  it.  Water  is  becoming  a  much  more  precious  natural 
resource  every  year.  The  water  storage  facility  should  adequately  fulfill  our 
needs  in  this  area  through  the  turn  of  the  century. 

In  addition  to  their  regular  duties,  the  men  are  installing  1200  feet  of  12 
inch  water  main  on  Mansfield  Avenue.  This  is  part  of  a  long— range  program  to 
correct  a  critical  water  flow  problem.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment for  its  cooperation  on  this  job  and  through— out  the  year.  The  work  per- 
formed by  the  Department's  men  has  saved  the  Town  considerable  money  and 
the  Board  appreciates  their  hard  work.

BOARD,  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 
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REPORT  OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 


After  a  five  year  struggle  the  Dever  Bill  was  passed  by  the  State  Legisla- 
ture and  signed  by  Governor  King  in  September  of  1979.  The  Industrial  Devel- 
opment Commission  wishes  to  thank  Representative  Leon  Lombardi  for  his 
time  and  effort  on  behalf  of  the  Bill,  and  also  the  Norton  Finance  Committee, 
Town  Planner  and  Conservation  Director  for  their  active  support  of  the  Bill. 

In  May  of  1980  the  Town  Meeting  approved  the  purchase  and  sale  of  the 
Dever  property  when  an  appropriate  buyer  has  been  found.  Though  the  I.D.C. 
was  greatly  disappointed  at  the  withdrawal  of  Flatley  Company  after  months  of 
negotiation,  we  are  very  hopeful  that  a  buyer  will  be  found  within  a  year.  At 
present  brokers  are  being  interviewed  and  there  are  firms  interested  in  purchase 
of  the  land. 

The  Industrial  Development  Commission  has  several  new  members.  They 
have  been  actively  involved  in  committee  activities  and  interested  in  promotion 
of  industry  in  Norton. 

The  Industrial  Development  Commission  wishes  to  express  deepest  appre- 
ciation to  William  Panos,  past  Chairman  of  the  I.D.C,  who  devoted  years  of 
hard  work  in  promotion  of  industrial  development  in  the  Town  of  Norton  and 
without  whose  efforts  the  Dever  Bill  would  not  be  a  reality  today.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


This  past  year  the  cost  of  construction  materials  has  gone  up  25%.  The 
cost  of  Type  I  black  top  jumped  from  16.16  per  ton  in  place  to  22.70  for  the 
same  material. 

We  put  a  IVl"  coat  of  Type  I  on  a  one  mile  section  of  Dean  Street,  We 
took  over  the  bonds  on  Reinhard  Place  and  Patiena  Place  and  will  have  to  com- 
plete these  projects.  We  also  took  the  bond  on  Beach  Street  and  we  will  have  to 
complete  it. 

We  put  a  3"  mix  and  place  on  1500  feet  of  Resevoir  Street,  30,000  gal. 
of  seal  coating  was  applied  to  about  10  miles  of  Town  Roads. 

The  cost  of  destruction  by  vandals  goes  up  every  year.  Drainage  is  a 
problem  in  the  town  and  will  be  for  years  to  come.  David  Street  was  drained 
and  paved  this  past  year. 

The  street  sweeper  and  catch  basin  cleaner  are  both  old  and  not  very  de- 
pendable and  need  to  be  replaced.  I  think  this  year  I  will  have  to  ask  for  replace- 
ment of  these  machines.

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Veterans'  Benefits  are  allotted  to  veterans  and  their  dependents,  if  found 
to  be  in  need  through  no  fault  of  their  own.  Applications  processed  through 
this  office  are  in  turn  sent  to  the  Office  of  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services 
in  Boston,  for  approval  and  payment.  All  applications  are  thoroughly  investi- 
gated by  the  Agent. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  all  monies  that  are  expended  for  the  welfare  of  the 
veteran  and  his  dependents  is  reimbursed  50%  to  the  Town  by  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

Service  work  for  the  veteran  and  his  dependents  consist  of  tiling  for  widow 
and  orphan  pension  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  veteran,  filing  for  compen- 
sation claims,  disability  pensions  for  those  veterans  who  become  so  severely 
disabled  and  can  no  longer  work.  Also,  applications  are  taken  for  those  veterans 
65  and  over. 

Other  areas  covered  in  service  work  consist  of  filing  for  burial  allowance, 
procuring  grave  markers  for  deceased  veterans,  assistance  in  filling  out  the 
numerous  and  sundry  forms  that  is  required  when  filing  for  a  specific  benefit. 
Clients  are  visited  in  nursing  homes  as  well  as  hospitals,  and  we  advise  the  veter- 
an and  his  dependents  for  benefits  due  them  under  State  Veterans  Programs,  as 
well  as  Federal  Veterans'  Programs. 

This  year,  in  addition,  this  Agency  was  involved  in  the  Self  Help  Fuel 
Assistance  Program,  which  aided  the  veteran  and  the  elderly  to  procure  the 
help  to  pay  the  high  cost  of  the  winter's  fuel. 

In  closing  my  report  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  Town  Departments 
who,  when  called  upon,  so  ably  assisted  me  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


Last  year  was  a  very  good  one  for  the  Library.  By  every  measure  avail- 
able we  showed  significant  increases  in  circulation  of  materials,  registration  of 
new  borrowers,  and  program  attendance. 

Total  circulation  was  up  20%  over  last  year,  to  44,983.  New  registrations 
totaled  833,  an  increase  of  18%.  Through  our  use  of  the  inter-library  loan 
system  we  borrowed  247  items  from  other  libraries.  If  purchased  by  Norton, 
these  would  have  cost  $2,900.  All  of  the  above  figures  represent  record  levels 
of  use  by  library  patrons. 
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Our  efforts  in  programming  also  reached  new  levels  last  year.  Book  and 
film  delivery  service  to  local  nursing  homes  remained  strong.  Cooperation  with 
the  Norton  Schools  brought  an  introduction  to  the  services  of  the  public  library 
to  hundreds  of  middle  and  high  school  students.  We  used  films  to  draw  audi- 
ences of  all  ages.  The  newest  film  program  is  for  children  on  Saturday  after- 
noons, and  it  has  been  attracting  capacity  crowds.  The  Children's  Department, 
under  the  direction  of  Sue  Tweedy,  offers  many  varied  programs  and  serves 
more  children  than  any  other  public  or  private  organization  in  Norton  outside  of 
the  school  system. 

We  have  continued  to  evaluate  the  procedures  that  govern  the  Library  to 
make  sure  that  our  operations  are  both  efficient  and  effective.  Norton  joined 
a  cooperative  group  of  libraries  in  the  Taunton  Sub— Region  to  pool  resources 
and  realize  a  greater  discount  in  book  purchasing.  Whenever  possible  supplies 
are  bought  through  a  similar  arrangement  state— wide. 

An  inventory,  the  first  in  26  years,  was  also  completed.  This  allowed  us 
the  opportunity  to  correct  past  errors,  survey  the  collection,  and  arrive  at  an 
accurate  count  of  the  number  of  total  volumes.  This  last  bit  of  information  is 
vital  in  planning  space  requirements  in  the  new  building. 

The  fine  performance  of  the  Library  staff  deserves  special  mention.  We 
are  very  fortunate  to  have  a  hard— working  and  concerned  group  of  employees. 
They  have  responded  impressively  to  the  increased  work  load  and  the  new  pro- 
grams we've  initiated,  and  they've  suggested  many  of  the  improvements  that 
have  modernized  our  operations.  The  achievements  of  the  past  year  truly  repre- 
sent a  job  well— done. 

It  was  with  regret  that  two  of  our  employees,  Marion  Ross  and  Rebecca 
Sheperd,  left  the  Library.  Mrs.  Ross  retired  after  16  years  of  dedicated  service, 
and  Mrs.  Sheperd  moved  with  her  family  to  Arkansas.  Their  cheerful  attitude 
and  devotion  to  helping  library  patrons  will  be  missed. 

In  summing  up  the  past  year,  I  feel  that  the  activities  listed  above  were 
truly  noteworthy.  But  in  attracting  new  borrowers  and  developing  new  pro- 
grams we  were  continually  made  aware  of  the  severe  limitations  of  our  building. 
That  is  an  added  reason  for  taking  satisfaction  in  the  progress  the  Building  Com- 
mittee has  made  towards  a  new  facility.  When  the  plans  are  finalized  we  will 
be  within  sight  of  our  goal  of  a  modern  library  offering  quality  services.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 
BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  NORTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  1979—80  year  saw  the  Board  of  Directors  much  concerned  about  the 
Library's  future,  but  patient  enough  to  do  a  careful  planning  job  rather  than 
rushing  ahead  without  much  thinking.  In  November  we  signed  a  contract  with 
the  architectural  firm  of  Interact,  Inc.,  of  Acton,  Mass.,  and  agreed  to  pay  them 
a  retainer  of  $14,625.00  to  start  working  on  preliminary  plans  for  a  new  li- 
brary. This  money,  of  course,  came  from  our  Building  Fund. 

We  heard  the  initial  report  from  Interact  at  our  Annual  Meeting  in  April, 
which  stimulated  much  thinking.  We  sought,  and  received,  permission  from  the 
Selectmen  to  use  the  help  of  Town  Counsel  in  assisting  us  with  the  contract 
with  Interact  and  other  legal  matters.  We  confirmed  our  status  as  a  public 
corporation,  necessary  for  the  time  when  we  go  out  seeking  funds  for  the  new 
building.  We  arranged  for  a  topographical  survey  and  percolation  tests  of  the 
Hedges  property,  site  of  the  new  building. 

Members  of  the  Board  traveled  to  several  Eastern  Massachusetts  libraries 
to  see  the  results  of  recent  construction  and  get  ideas  for  ourselves.  Several 
members  went  to  Boston  to  meet  with  Ms.  Mary  Burgarella  of  the  Board  of 
Library  Commissioners  to  get  her  advise  about  new  construction  and  informa- 
tion about  possible  sources  of  funding. 

On  the  more  day  to  day  level,  we  had  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee 
sit  in  on  our  Board  meetings  for  a  few  months.  As  one  might  readily  guess, 
considerable  time  was  spent  on  finances,  both  current  and  future.  We  put  to- 
gether a  five— year  budget  which  in  some  ways  is  rather  frightening  in  view  of 
current  and  projected  rates  of  inflation. 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  handsome  gift  from  Mr.  Arthur  M. 
Freeman,  which  as  enabled  us  to  establish  the  Elizabeth  M.  Freeman  Book 
Fund.  The  interest  from  this  fund  will  be  used  to  purchase  books  of  permanent 
value,  such  as  certain  reference  books  for  which  we  normally  do  not  have  suffi- 
cient money. 

Near  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Board  reluctantly  accepted  the  resigna- 
tion of  Marion  Ross,  who  had  decided  to  retire.  She  served  the  Town  and  the 
Library  faithfully  for  many  years,  and  we,  Board,  staff,  and  patrons,  will  all 
miss  her  greatly. 

As  I  have  done  in  the  past  I  must  do  again  now,  and  that  is  to  offer  the 
Board's  thanks  to  Louise  Lynch  who  is  probably  the  only  one  of  us  who  has  the 
skill  and  the  patience  to  handle  our  complex  finances.  Finally,  I  wish  to  thank 
all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  efforts  in  making  this  a  patron-oriented  li- 
brary.  Under  the  new  leadership  of  Tom  Viti,  a  great  choice  as  our  head  li- 
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brarian,  they  have  risen  to  meet  the  demands  of  an  ever  more  sophisticated 
group  of  readers  and  have  stood  up  well  under  our  rising  circulation.  Thank 
you  all.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  Recreation  Commission  has  had  many  changes  this  year,  Nancy 
Fritchie  resigned  and  Thomas  Boucher  was  hired  as  our  new  director,  bringing 
with  him  much  enthusiasm  and  many  new  ideas. 

We  have  renamed  the  former  T.I.  Recreation  Area  the  Everett  W.  Leonard 
Recreation.  The  formal  dedication  was  held  in  June. 

Many  new  programs  were  instituted  this  year.  Baton  Twirling  was  popu- 
lar, with  50  children  in  attendance.  One  hundred  and  fifty  women  participated 
in  Dance  Aerobics.  Creative  Movement  for  3  and  4  year  olds  had  90  participants. 
Tom  began  a  Funnastics  program  which  involved  50  children  on  games.  He  also 
taught  Funnastics  to  the  special  needs  children  in  the  middle  school. 

A  soccer  team  has  started  for  middle  school  and  high  school  age  students. 
Soccer  began  in  April  with  15  participants  and  quickly  grew  to  40  by  June. 
Disco  Dancing  has  also  been  offered. 

This  year  saw  the  organization  of  the  Norton  Junior  Recreation  Commis- 
sion. This  group  is  volunteering  time  in  many  programs  and  assisting  the  Com- 
mission with  their  input  and  help  in  any  way  that  they  are  asked. 

We  continue  to  offer  Men's  Basketball,  Too  Young  for  Little  League, 
Men's  Softball,  Women's  Recreational  Softball,  Line  Dancing,  Floor  Hockey, 
Gymnastics,  Men's  open  Gym,  Traveling  Volleyball  Team  and  Coed  Volleyball, 
Christmas  Crafts,  Bike  Safety  in  co-operation  with  the  police,  and  a  Christmas 
Party  in  co-operation  with  the  Fire  Department.  A  Funz  A  Poppin  Variety 
Show  was  presented.  Tennis  continues  to  be  popular  with  all  age  groups  during 
the  summer. 

All  of  the  above  programs  are  self  supporting. 

Our  summer  playground  program  at  the  Everett  Leonard  Recreation  Area 
is  very  popular.  There  are  more  than  225  children  registered  for  the  playground 
and  80  additional  children  are  taking  swimming  lessons. 

We  were  able  through  our  revolving  account  to  install  town  water  at  the 
Everett  Leonard  Field  that  has  alleviated  our  problems  with  the  pool,  which  has 
assured  a  full  summer  pool  program. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  following  people  and  organizations  for  their  help 
and  support  of  our  programs.  Jaycees,  for  picnic  tables  and  readying  the  Everett 
Leonard  Field  for  the  summer;  Bristol  Farms,  for  supplying  40  T-shirts  for  our 
soccer  team;  CP.  Rich  Plumbing  and  Flynn  Pest  Control,  for  30  T-shirts  for 
the  Junior  Commission;  and  a  special  thanks  to  George  McCue  and  Bill  Darling 
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for  the  sign  they  created  for  the  Everett  Leonard  Field.  The  donation  of  $100.

The  Council  on  Aging  is  a  Town  body  consisting  of  nine  non— paid  mem- 
bers. The  Council  concerns  itself  in  assisting  the  Senior  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
any  new  programs  or  other  type  assistance  to  which  they  may  be  entitled. 
Monthly  meetings  are  held  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7:00  p.m.  in 
the  Municipal  Building. 

The  Drop-in  Center  is  now  located  in  the  American  Legion  Hall  and  is 
open  from  9:00  a.m.  until  10:00  ajn.  for  telephone  calls  regarding  the  mini— bus 
from  Monday  through  Friday.  The  Drop-in  Center  is  open  from  10:00  a.m. 
through  4:00  p.m.  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Fridays.  There  are  different 
programs  offered  each  day,  such  as  whist,  line  dancing,  bingo,  arts  and  crafts, 
cribbage  and  blood  pressure  clinic  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  week.  Also,  a 
Birthday  party  each  month. 

The  Drop-in  Center  has  proven  to  be  an  ideal  place  for  seniors  to  enjoy 
the  programs  which  have  been  established  under  the  direction  of  the  very 
capable  Ms.  Dorothy  Brown,  Director. 

The  Council  has  supervision  over  the  mini— bus  and  arrangements  for  the 
use  of  this  bus  must  be  made  24  hours  in  advance  and  can  be  made  at  the  Drop- 
in  Center.  The  Driver  of  the  mini—  bus  is  Diane  Johnston. 

The  merchants  in  Norton  have  been  most  cooperative  in  granting  discounts 
to  our  Seniors.

Respectfully  submitted, 
COUNCIL  ON  AGING 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  ARTS 


The  definition  of  Art  is  an  elusive  one.  One  dictionary  calls  it  the  con- 
scious production  or  arrangement  of  sounds,  colors,  forms,  movements  or  other 
elements  in  a  manner  that  affects  the  sense  of  beauty.  Yet  each  person's  percep- 
tion of  art  or  beauty  is  subject  to  their  own  approach  and  mind's  eye.  Art  is  not 
"stuffy",  it  is  not  merely  oil  paintings,  sculpture  or  opera.  It  is  a  free  flowing 
entity  of  visual,  performing  or  media  creations;  something  that  delights  and 
stimulates  all  of  the  senses. 

The  basic  principal  of  the  Council  for  the  Arts  is  to  bring  this  to  the  Town 
of  Norton,  through  the  schools,  and  to  the  general  public.  Our  first  meeting 
of  June  9th,  1980,  brought  together  an  enthusiastic  and  ambitious  group  of 
people.

Krauthamer  (vice  chairman),  and  Alice  Kathryn  Burrill  (chairman). 

Primarily,  the  formation  of  arts  councils  is  in  its  infancy  stages.  Funds 
for  programs  will  be  distributed  to  local  councils  by  the  State  Arts  Lottery 
through  sales  of  an  art  lottery  ticket.  Guidelines  will  not  be  available  to  local 
councils  until  September  of  1980,  and  funds  distribution  will  start  in  July, 
1981.  Once  we  have  our  guidelines  the  council  will  begin  work  on  meeting  our 
goals  for  the  summer  of  1981. 

It  is  our  intention  to  meet  the  serious  needs  of  the  Town  of  Norton,  such 
as  bringing  substantial  art  courses  back  to  the  schools,  as  well  as  the  implementa- 
tion of  arts  festivals  and  programs  for  the  public  for  the  simple  spirit  of  enjoy- 
ment. 

The  Norton  Council  for  the  Arts  will  endeavor  to  provide  a  solid  founda- 
tion for  the  promotion  of  the  arts  and  also  serve  as  an  information  center.  We 
earnestly  look  forward  to  serving  in  the  Town's  best  interests,  for  art  is  food 
for  the  soul.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


While  the  year  witnessed  only  a  handfull  of  wetland  hearings,  the  poten- 
tial environmental  impact  represented  by  those  hearings  was  great  indeed!.  The 
significant  hearings  addressed  the  layout  of  the  1—495  highway  and  the  seem- 
ingly endless  proposals  for  gravel  removal  operations  to  supply  it's  voracious 
needs. 

The  decline  in  the  volume  of  Notices  of  Intent  filed  by  home  buildings 
was  very  evident;  one  can  only  speculate  that  our  sagging  economy  is  the  cul- 
prit. 

We  are  still  awaiting  the  Commonwealth's  "final"  decision  on  the  Norton 
Village  proposal  to  construct  apartment  dwellings  off  Freeman  Street.  We 
believe  the  project  was  successfully  halted  when  the  D.E.Q.E.  upheld  our  local 
decision  to  deny  the  project;  however,  an  appeal  by  the  owner  has  reopened  the 
case. 

The  Commission  received  a  generous  gift  of  the  land  under  Chartley  Pond 
from  the  late  Mr.  Everett  Leonard.  This  was  a  particularly  important  event  since 
the  Town  now  controls  both  the  land  under  as  well  as  the  water  rights  of  the 
pond.  The  dam  at  the  pond  has  been  the  focal  point  of  much  attention  lately. 
A  mandate  for  further  study  of  the  dam  and  the  volume  of  water  which  it  can 
safely  handle  during  storm  conditions  has  been  issued  by  the  Army  Corps  of 
Engineers.  An  enabling  article  for  such  a  study  was  defeated  at  Town  Meeting. 

As  to  our  membership,  both  Judy  Goguen  and  Leo  Yelle  were  reappointed 
to  three  year  terms,  commencing  July  1,  1979.  Angela  McCarthy,  whose  cheer- 
ful services  will  be  missed  by  all,  resigned  as  secretary  to  the  Commission. 
Robert  Bottomly  served  to  the  end  of  his  term  on  June  30,  1980.   Bob  has 
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spent  many  years  in  faithful  service  to  this  Commission  and  for  that  we  extend 
a  heartfelt  "Thanks".  Finally,  to  each  of  the  Commission  members  and  to 
David  Opatka,  Director,  I  give  my  appreciation  for  their  help  and  support  during 
my  tenure  as  Chairman.

REPORT  OF  THE  REFORESTATION  COMMITTEE 


Forest  management  program  consisted  of  logging  operations  in  the  Town 
Forest  with  the  work  being  performed  by  Mr.  Daniel  Reed.  Net  proceeds  of 
$5,593.96  were  deposited  to  Sale  of  Pines  Account.  The  Forest  Tree  Stand 
Improvement  program  continues  —  this  is  a  3  year  plan.  Funding  for  this  plan 
is  75%  Federal  and  25%  from  reforestation  funds  via  the  Sale  of  Pines  Account. 

The  purpose  of  Reforestation  is  to  allow  new  trees  to  mature;  once 
matured  they  are  harvested;  pruning  and  thinning  provide  fodder  for  the  Forest 
floor.  This  creates  regeneration,  and  thus  more  healthy  trees.  Healthy  trees 
provide  lumber  at  the  best  price.  Revenue  received  allows  reforestation  to  be 
self  supporting.

The  problem  of  Dutch  Elm  disease  remains  unsolved,  but  the  American 
Elm  will  survive  in  spite  of  DED.  Through  natural  production  of  seedlings, 
escape  of  resistant  trees  and  isolation,  elms  will  persist. 

We  removed  31  diseased  trees  last  fall  and  will  continue  to  lose  trees  in 
the  years  to  come,  but  we  still  have  many  healthy  ones. 

Sample  twigs  are  sent  to  the  Shade  Tree  Lab  at  the  University  of  Massa- 
chusetts in  Amherst  of  trees  suspected  of  being  diseased.  If  the  results  come 
back  positive,  the  tiee  is  removed. 

The  best  approach  is  to  remove  diseased  trees  on  a  yearly  basis,  as  Norton 
has  done  in  past  years.

Roadside  trees  were  sprayed  by  a  private  contractor  for  the  control  of 
Gypsy  Moth  Caterpillars. 

250  gallons  of  Amino  Trizone  was  applied  to  roadside  poison  ivy  with 
town  spray  rig,  which  is  a  small  pump  and  a  55  gallon  barrel.

REPORT  OF  THE  MODERATOR 


For  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  completed  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
Warrant  in  just  three  sessions.

ARTICLE  V  SECTION  5.4:  to  read 

5.4  The  Planning  Board  may,  after  a  duly  advertised  public  hearing  and  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  10.8  hereof,  grant  a  special  permit  for  any  building,  structure  or 
use  in  a  Wetland  Protection  District,  provided  such  building,  structure  or  use  is 
permitted  in  the  Wetland  Protection  District  or  in  the  underlying  Zoning  District 
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or  accessory  to  one  or  more  of  the  uses  so  permitted  and  subject  to  such  condi- 
tions, limitations  and  safeguards  as  the  Planning  Board  shall  impose  and  the 
following: 

a.  The  Planning  Board  shall  refer  the  application  for  the  Special  Permit  to 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Conservation  Commission  and  receive  advisory 
reports  or  35  days  shall  elapse  following  such  referral. 

b.  The  Planning  Board  shall  find  that  the  proposed  buildings,  structures, 
or  uses  will  not  be  detrimental  to  public  health,  safety  and  welfare  and 
that  granting  of  the  Special  Permit  will  not  be  contrary  to  the  purposes  of 
the  Wetland  Protection  District  or  that  the  land  with  respect  to  which  the 
Special  Permit  is  sought  is  not  subject  to  periodic  or  seasonal  flooding  or 
inundation. 

ARTICLE  VI  SECTION  6.5:  to  read 

6.5  In  Commercial  Districts  adjacent  to  the  boundary  of  Residential  I,  or  Resi- 
dential Agricultural  District,  there  shall  be  provided,  other  than  along  a  street, 
a  buffer  strip  not  less  than  50  feet  wide.  Such  buffer  strip  shall  be  landscaped 
and  planted  with  grass,  shrubs,  trees  or  other  plants  which  may  provide  a  visual 
screen,  and  may  contain  fences,  ornamental  and  acoustic  walls,  driveways  and 
walks,  but  no  part  of  any  building,  structure,  or  paved  space  intended  or  used 
as  a  parking  area  shall  be  located  within  such  buffer  strip.  Where  Commercial 
properties  adjoin  residential  properties,  regardless  of  zoning  district,  a  buffer  of 
20  feet  shall  be  reserved  and  screen  adequate  for  the  situation  and  characteris- 
tics of  the  use  shall  be  provided  in  the  form  of  thick  planting,  walls  of  earthern 
berms  to  be  at  least  4  feet  or  higher  if  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  VI  SECTION  6.6:  to  read 


6.6  In  Industrial  District  adjacent  to  the  boundary  of  a  Residential  I,  II  or 
Residential  Agricultural  District,  other  than  along  a  street,  there  shall  be  pro- 
vided a  buffer  strip  not  less  than  100  feet  wide.  Such  buffer  strip  shall  be  land- 
scaped and  planted  with  grass,  shrubs,  trees  or  other  plants  which  may  provide 
a  visual  screen,  and  may  contain  fences,  ornamental  and  acoustic  walls,  drive- 
ways and  walks,  but  no  part  of  any  building,  structure,  or  paved  space  intended 
or  used  as  a  parking  area  shall  be  located  within  such  buffer  strip.  Where  Indus- 
trial properties  adjoin  residential  properties,  regardless  of  zoning  district,  a  buf- 
fer of  20  feet  shall  be  reserved  and  screening  adequate  for  the  situation  and 
characteristics  of  the  use  shall  be  provided  in  the  form  of  thick  planting,  walls 
or  earthen  berms  to  be  at  least  4  feet  high  or  higher  if  prescribed. 

ARTICLE  VII  SECTION  7.8:  to  read 

7.8  The  parking  outdoors  of  two  or  more  unregistered,  unserviceable  or 
wrecked  or  partially  dismantled  automobiles  or  the  accumulation  in  the  open  of 
discarded  automotive  parts  or  other  items  not  used  or  intended  to  be  used  by 
the  occupant  is  specifically  prohibited  except  where  accessory  to  a  permitted 
automobile  sales  or  repair  business  and  limited  to  the  number  of  parking  spaces 
available  on  the  lot  pursuant  to  7.3. 
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ARTICLE  VII  SECTION  7.10:  to  read 


a.  In  Commercial  District,  adjoining  parcels  may  combine  in  the  use  of 
drives  and  access  to  two  for  every  three  buildings  of  any  area  of  2,000 
square  feet  or  greater,  or  every  500  feet  wherever  possible.  Said  drive  and 
subsequent  shared  parking  areas  may  be  deeded  as  common  by  easement. 

b.  Entrance  and  Exit  Points-Driveways:  No  more  than  two  driveways 
shall  be  allowed  on  any  street  frontage  unless  such  frontage  exceeds  500 
feet,  in  which  more  driveways  may  be  authorized  by  a  variance  from  the 
Board  of  Appeals.  In  the  case  of  smaller  lots,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may 
authorize  a  small  distance  between  driveways,  not  to  be  less  than  100  feet. 
No  driveway  shall  be  closer  than  100  feet  to  any  driveway  on  any  adjoin- 
ing lot.  No  driveway  shall  be  closer  than  60  feet  to  any  street  intersection. 

Driveway  widths  shall  fall  within  the  following  limits: 

Commercial  Driveway  Widths:      One  Way  1 1-20  feet 

Two  Way  22-30  feet 

Industrial  Driveway  Widths:         One  Way  22-30  feet 

Two  Way      50  feet 

In  an  industrial  Use  the  driveway  into  the  property  will  be  twice  the  length  of 
the  longest  trailer  in  use  of  66  feet.  Said  driveway  shall  be  defined  by  curb  and 
landscaped  areas  and  any  gate  shall  be  set  back  the  length  of  the  drive. 

c.  All  offstreet  parking  areas  shall  be  set  back  a  minimum  of  15  feet  from 
the  street  right— of— way  line,  this  set— back  area  to  be  landscaped  so  as  to 
define  the  limits  of  the  parking  area.  Such  landscaping  shall  not  obstruct 
the  view  of  drivers  at  the  entrance  and  exit  points. 

d.  Parking  lots  may  contain  visual  relief  from  vast  expanses  of  unbroken 
blacktop.  In  parking  areas  exceeding  one  quarter  acre  parking  area,  said 
divider  shall  be  landscaped  with  trees  expected  to  attain  a  lowest  branch 
height  of  6  feet,  and  shrubs  expected  to  attain  a  height  of  2  feet,  providing 
that  visual  space  is  reserved.  Measures  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  erosion 
and  protect  the  vegetation  on  these  islands. 

e.  Parking  spaces  and  turn— around  areas  shall  conform  to  Section  7.3, 
7.5,  and  7.6  of  this  Article. 

f.  Loading  areas  as  required  by  this  Article  (7.1),  shall  be  well  defined  by 
painted  markings  and  shall  provide  sufficient  space  for  large  trucks  to  turn 
around  without  having  to  back  more  than  once  in  maneuvering  in  and  out 
of  the  loading  area.  Drives  to  the  loading  area  may  be  held  common  with 
those  to  parking  areas  providing  that  they  are  of  the  maximum  width  for 
the  drive. 

ARTICLE  VII  ADDSECTION7.il:  to  read 

7.1 1  All  parking  areas  greater  than  one  quarter  acre  in  area  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Planning  Board  by  the  Building  Inspector  for  design  review  prior  to  the  con- 
struction of  buildings. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  SECTION  8.7:  to  read 


8.7  b.  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may,  after  a  public  hearing, 
grant  a  special  permit  for  increasing  the  number  of  signs  to  not  more  than 
two  per  occupancy  and  may  permit  signs  located  along  a  limited  access 
highway  or  distant  100  feet  or  more  from  the  public  way  to  exceed  the 
maximum  size  specified  in  the  preceding  paragraph  but  no  such  sign  shall 
exceed  72  square  feet  in  area.  In  granting  special  permits  the  Special  Per- 
mit Granting  Authority  shall  impose  such  conditions  and  restrictions  on 
size,  illumination,  coloring,  location  and  construction  of  signs  as  may  be 
deemed  appropriate  for  the  protection  of  the  neighborhood  and  the 
public. 

ARTICLE  XIII  ADDED:  to  read 
FLOOD  PLAIN  DISTRICT 

13.1  The  Flood  Plain  District  is  herein  established  as  an  overlay  district  and  in- 
cludes all  flood  hazard  areas  designated  as  Zone  A,  AI-A30  and  Zone  B  on 
Flood  Insurances  Rate  May  (FIRM),  Norton,  Massachusetts,  and  the  Floodway 
and  Flood  boundary  may  dated  June  1,  1979  and  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk, 
Board  of  Health,  Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission  and  Building  Inspec- 
tor. These  maps,  as  well  as  the  accompanying  Norton  Flood  Insurance  Study, 
are  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

13.2  Purpose:  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  By— Law  to  promote  public  health,  saf- 
ety and  general  welfare  and  to  minimize  public  and  private  losses  due  to  flood 
conditions,  including  the  desire  to: 

a.  To  protect  human  life  and  health 

b.  To  minimize  expenditure  of  public  money  for  costly  flood  control 
projects 

c.  To  minimize  the  need  for  rescue  and  relief  efforts  associated  with 
flooding 

d.  To  minimize  prolonged  business  interruptions 

e.  To  minimize  danger  to  public  utilities  and  facilities 

f.  To  insure  that  potential  buyers  are  notified  that  property  is  in  an  area 
of  special  flood  hazard 

g.  To  insure  that  those  who  occupy  the  areas  of  special  flood  hazard 
assume  responsibility  for  their  actions 

13.3  Definitions:  For  the  purpose  of  this  By— Law  the  following  definitions 
shall  be  applied: 

a.  Base  Flood  —  the  flood  having  a  one  percent  chance  of  being  equaled 
or  exceed  in  any  given  year,  also  referred  to  as  the  100  year  flood  level. 

b.  Flood  —  a  general  and  temporary  condition  of  partial  or  complete 
inundation  of  normally  dry  land  areas  from: 

1 .  Overflow  of  inland  waterways 

2.  The  unusual  and  rapid  accumulation  of  run— off  or  surface  water 
from  any  source 

c.  Floodway  —  the  channel  of  a  river  or  other  water  course  and  adjacent 
land  area  that  must  be  reserved  in  order  to  discharge  the  base  flood 
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without  increasing  the  total  water  surface  elevation  more  than  a  foot, 
as  delineated  by  Floodway  Flood  Boundary  May. 

d.  Structure  -  a  walled  and  roofed  building,  mobile  home  and  for  the 
purpose  of  flood  plain  control,  a  gas  or  liquid  storage. 

e.  Substantial  Improvement  or  Structural  Change  -  any  repair,  recon- 
struction or  improvement  of  a  structure  that  cost  of  which  equals  or 
exceeds  50%  of  the  market  value  either  1)  before  the  improvement, 
structural  change  or  repair  or  2)  if  the  structure  has  been  damaged,  be- 
fore the  damage  occurred.  This  does  not  include  any  improvement 
necessary  to  comply  with  the  state  and  local  health  codes. 

13.4  The  following  activities  are  permitted  by  right  in  the  Flood  Plain  District 
provided  that  they  are  permitted  in  the  underlying  district: 

a.  Public  parks,  playgrounds  and  outdoor  recreational  areas 

b.  Agricultural,  horticultural  and  other  farm  uses  provided  that  any  new 
buildings  or  associated  structures  are  located  outside  of  the  Flood  Plain 
District  unless  authorized  by  special  permit  from  the  Planning  Board. 

c.  Conservation  and  nature  study  areas 

d.  Homes,  buildings  and  uses  existing  prior  to  adoption  of  this  By— Law 
and  minor  alterations  so  as  not  to  increase  the  floor  space  area  of  the 
structure. 

13.5  The  Planning  Board  may,  after  a  duly  advertised  public  hearing,  grant  a 
special  permit  for  any  building,  structure  or  use  in  a  Flood  Plain  District  pro- 
vided that  such  building,  structure  or  use  is  permitted  in  the  underlying  district 
and  subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

a.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  to  proposed  filling,  excavating  or  building 
including  substantial  improvements  or  change  to  an  existing  structure, 
in  the  Floodway. 

b.  In  zones  A,  AI— A30,  the  proposed  use  including  filling  or  excavating 
when  combined  with  all  existing  uses  shall  not  increase  the  water  sur- 
face elevation  of  the  100  year  flood  more  than  zero  (0)  inches  at  any 
point.  This  is  to  be  so  certified  to  the  Planning  Board  by  a  registered 
professional  engineer  upon  application  for  a  special  permit. 

c.  In  zones  A,  AI— A30  all  new  construction,  substantial  improvement  or 
change,  filling  or  excavation  shall  be  carried  out  in  compliance  with  the 
State  Building  Code  requirements  for  areas  of  Flood  Hazard  and  all 
other  relevant  permits  pursuant  to  the  Town  of  Norton  Zoning  By-Law. 

d.  Within  Zone  A,  where  the  base  flood  elevation  is  not  provided  on  the 
FIRM,  the  applicant  shall  produce  any  already  existing,  reasonable, 
base  flood  elevation  data  and  it  shall  be  used  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  this  By-Law  and  the  State  Building  Code. 

e.  In  all  flood  zones  it  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  owner  or  builder 
to  notify  prospective  owners,  in  writing,  of  the  Flood  Plain  designation 
and  the  availability  of  Flood  Insurance. 

f.  No  occupancy  permit  for  new  construction  or  complete  renovation 
shall  be  issued  for  a  permitted  use  under  13.5  until  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor, Board  of  Health,  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Planning  Board 
have  received  a  certified  plan  showing  the  foundation  and  flood  eleva- 
tion of  the  completed  construction  and  all  requirements  of  the  permit 
are  satisfied. 
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13.6  Administration 


a.  Administration  of  this  section  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Article  X, 
Section  10.8 

b.  The  issuance  of  a  Special  Permit  does  not  exempt  the  applicant  from 
all  other  permits  necessary  prior  to  construction. 

13.7  Exemptions  to  Flood  Plain  District:  Where  the  proposed  use  falls  into  the 
Flood  Plain  District  but  the  applicant  feels  that  his  particular  property  does  not, 
the  Planning  Board  may  exempt  the  applicant  from  Flood  Plain  regulations 
without  formal  hearing,  provided  that  the  applicant  can  prove  through  testi- 
mony of  a  registered  professional  engineer  and  land  surveyor  by  use  of  a  plot 
plan  and  reference  to  existing  bench  marks  that  the  parcel  in  question  is  at  an 
elevation  higher  than  that  of  the  Flood  Plain  District  in  that  area  and  therefore 
should  be  exempt. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  General  Laws  Chap- 
ter 138,  Section  33A,  which  authorizes  a  Licensing  Authority  to  extend  the 
hours  of  sale  for  alcoholic  beverages  until  2:00  A.M.  on  Sundays  and  Holidays, 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.  (By  Petition) 

ACTION:  Motion  was  made  by  Selectman  Robert  Benson  and  seconded 
by  Selectman  Paul  G.  Rich  that  the  town  vote  to  accept  General  Laws  Chapter 
138,  Section  33A,  which  authorizes  a  Licensing  Authority  to  extend  the  hours 
of  sale  for  alcoholic  beverages  until  2:00  A.M.  on  Sundays  and  Holidays. 

After  some  discussion  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  move  the  ques- 
tion which  was  declared  voted  by  the  Moderator.  Vote  was  taken  on  Article  10: 
Motion  declared  lost  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  By- 
Laws  entitled  "Recall  By-Law,"  Section  7.7  Recall: 

a.  Officers  Subject  to  Recall  —  any  holder  of  an  elective  office  as  defined 
in  section  3.2  may  be  recalled  therefrom  by  the  voters  of  the  town  as 
herein  provided 

b.  Recall  Petition  -  any  two  hundred  voters  of  the  town  may  initiate  a 
recall  petition  by  filing  with  the  Town  Clerk  an  affidavit  containing  the 
name  of  the  officer  sought  to  be  recalled,  and  a  statement  of  the 
grounds  for  recall.  The  Town  Clerk  will,  within  ten  days,  deliver  to 
said  voters  making  the  affidavit,  copies  of  petition  forms  demanding 
such  recall,  printed  forms  of  which  he  will  keep  available.  The  forms 
will  be  issued  by  the  Town  Clerk  with  signature  and  official  seal  at- 
tached thereto;  they  will  be  dated,  will  be  addressed  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  will  contain  the  names  of  all  persons  to  whom  they  are 
issued,  the  name  of  the  person  whose  recall  is  sought,  the  grounds  of 
recall  as  stated  in  the  affidavit,  and  will  demand  the  election  of  a  suc- 
cessor in  the  said  office.  A  copy  of  the  petition  will  be  entered  in  a 
record  book  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk.  The  recall  pe- 
tition will  be  returned  and  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  within  twenty 
days  after  the  issuance  of  the  forms  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  will  be 
signed  by  at  least  ten  percent  of  the  registered  voters  of  the  Town,  who 
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will  add  to  their  signature  the  street  and  number,  if  any,  of  their  resi- 
dence. The  Town  Clerk  will  submit  the  petition  to  the  registrars  of 
voters  in  the  town  and  registrars  will,  within  ten  days,  certify  thereon 
the  number  of  signatures  which  are  names  of  registered  voters  of  the 
town. 

c.  Selectmen's  Action  on  Receiving  Petition  -  If  the  petition  will  be 
found  and  certified  by  the  Town  Clerk  to  be  sufficient,  he  will  submit 
the  same  with  his  certificate  to  the  Selectmen  without  delay  and  the 
Selectmen  will  forthwith  give  written  notice  of  the  receipt  of  the  certi- 
ficate to  the  officer  sought  to  be  recalled  and  will,  if  the  officer  does 
not  resign  within  five  days  thereafter,  order  an  election  to  be  held  on  a 
date  fixed  by  them  not  less  than  forty-five  nor  more  than  fifty-five 
days  after  the  date  of  the  Town  Clerk's  certificate  that  a  sufficient  peti- 
tion be  filed,  however,  that  if  any  other  town  election  is  to  occur  with- 
in sixty  days  of  the  certificate,  the  Selectmen  will  postpone  the  holding 
of  the  recall  election  to  the  date  of  such  other  election.  No  person  will 
be  subject  to  recall  if  his  term  of  office  expired  within  sixty  days  of  the 
certificate.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  said  office  after  a  recall  election  has 
been  ordered,  the  election  will  nevertheless  proceed  as  provided  in  this 
section. 

d.  Incumbent  Holds  Office  Until  Election  -  The  incumbent  will  continue 
To  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  until  the  recall  election.  If  not  re- 
called, he  will  continue  in  office  for  the  remainder  of  his  unexpired 
term,  subject  to  recall  as  before,  except  as  provided  in  this  section.  If 
recalled  in  the  recall  election,  he  will  be  deemed  removed  upon  quali- 
fication of  his  successor,  who  will  hold  office  during  the  unexpired 
term.  If  the  successor  fails  to  qualify  within  five  days  after  receiving 
notification  of  his  election,  the  incumbent  will  thereupon  be  deemed 
removed  and  office  vacant. 

e.  Propositions  on  Ballot  —  Ballots  used  in  a  recall  election  will  submit 
the  following  propositions  in  the  order  indicated: 

For  the  recall  (removal)  of  (Name  of  officers) 
Against  the  recall  (removal)  of  (Name  of  officers) 

Immediately  at  the  right  of  each  proposition  there  will  be  a  square  in 
which  the  voter,  by  making  a  cross  (x)  may  vote  for  either  of  said  pro- 
positions. Under  the  propositions  will  appear  the  word  "Candidates", 
the  directions  to  voters  required  by  Section  42  of  Chapter  54  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  beneath  this  the  names  of  the  candidates  nominated 
as  hereinbefore  provided.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  recall  is  in  the  affirmative,  the  candidate  receiving  the  highest 
number  of  votes  will  be  declared  elected.  If  a  majority  of  votes  on  the 
question  is  in  the  negative,  the  ballots  for  candidates  need  not  be 
counted. 

f.  Repeat  of  Recall  Petition  —  No  recall  petition  will  be  filed  against  an 
officer  within  ninety  days  after  he  takes  office,  nor,  in  the  case  of  an 
officer  subjected  to  a  recall  elections  and  recalled  thereby,  until  at 
least  ninety  days  after  the  election,  at  which  his  recall  was  submitted  to 
the  voters  of  the  town. 

g.  Appointment  of  Persons  Recalled  -  No  person  who  has  been  recalled 
from  an  office,  or  who  has  resigned  from  office  while  recall  proceed- 
ings were  pending  against  him,  will  be  appointed  to  any  town  office 
within  three  years  after  such  recall  or  such  resignation.      (By  Petition) 
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ACTION:  Motion  was  made  by  Paul  C.  Helmreich,  Chairman  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee,  to  remove  Article  11  from  the  Warrant. 

Motion  declared  voted  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  limit  the  total  number  of 
Town  employees  to  the  level  achieved  in  Fiscal  Year  1979,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto.  (By  Petition) 

ACTION:  Motion  was  made  by  Paul  C.  Helmreich,  Chairman  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee,  to  remove  Article  12  from  the  Warrant. 

Motion  declared  voted  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  require  the  Selectmen  and 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  as  applicable,  to  reduce  to  writing  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  employment,  including  but  not  limited  to  a  job  description  for  the 
Police  Chief  and  the  Fire  Chief,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Norton  Planning  Board  consists  of  seven  elected  members 
who  act  to  coordinate  planning  and  development  in  the  Town  through 
review  of  subdivision  proposals,  special  permits  under  Zoning,  and 
approval  of  plans  for  the  division  of  land  into  lots  on  existing  streets. 
The  Planning  Board  provides  a  comprehensive  view  of  projects  for 
community  facility  improvement  and  overall  growth  of  the  Town. 

In  Fiscal  1980-1981  the  Planning  Board  held  28  Regular  Meetings 
and  13  Public  Hearings.  During  this  time  23  plans  were  reviewed  and 
approved  for  the  division  of  land.  Two  subdivision  plans  have  been 
presented  to  the  Planning  Board.  Since  the  Planning  Board  acts  as 
the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority,  4  Special  Permits  were  granted 
this  year  for  a  variety  of  uses,  two  of  these  were  for  earth  removal. 

The  1981  Annual  Town  Election  voted  2  new  individuals  to  the 
Board  —  Phil  Sheridan  and  Joseph  Collins. 

In  May  of  1981  the  Town  Planner  Laurel  Jenney  resigned  in 
favor  of  a  state-funded  position,  and  her  duties  in  part  have  been 
taken  in  by  the  Secretary. 

During  this  year  the  Planning  Board  adopted  a  Planning  Board 
Operational  Handbook  and  Norton  Planning  Board  By-Laws.  The 
Operational  Handbook  can  be  viewed  in  the  Planning  Board  Office. 
The  Norton  Planning  Board  By-Laws  can  be  purchased  in  the  Town 
Clerk's  Office. 

Two  main  goals  of  the  Planning  Board  is  the  updating  of  the  Nor- 
ton Master  Plan  and  assistance  to  the  development  of  the  Industrial 
Park.  A  major  future  concern  is  the  residential/commercial  develop- 
ment inter-related  with  Interstate  495  on  the  eastern  half  of  Town. 

The  Planning  Board  Office  is  open  between  8  A.M.  and  5  P.M., 
Monday  through  Thursday.  Anyone  wishing  to  speak  to  the  Planning 
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Board  should  call  the  office  no  later  than  12  Noon  on  Thursday  to  be 
placed  on  the  agenda.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMUNICATIONS  COMMISSION 


The  Communications  Center  has  also  not  escaped  its  share  of 
Proposition  IVi's  imposed  problems.  This  year's  proposed  budget  has 
been  cut  drastically  from  last  years  and  the  number  of  outside  tele- 
phone lines  has  been  cut  50  percent,  from  18  to  9  as  of  July  1. 

Proposition  2Vi  is  having  another  effect  on  the  Communications 
Center.  It  has  been  operating  successfully  —  and  quietly  —  for 
several  years,  but  now  we  have  begun  to  receive  visitors  from  other 
Municipalities  more  frequently.  Town  Officials,  anticipating  personnel 
cuts  in  many  departments,  are  beginning  to  ask  questions  about  con- 
solidating their  communications  as  a  solution  to  these  cuts.  These 
Municipalities  have  let  it  be  known  to  us  that  Norton  is  definitely  the 
place  for  them  to  come  for  answers. 

One  of  the  reasons  the  Communications  Center  has  been  success- 
ful and  has  been  recommended  to  other  Municipalities  is  that  as  a 
separate  entity  it  does  not  come  under  the  control  of  other  depart- 
ments, but  rather  by  representative  of  other  departments  by  member- 
ship in  the  Communications  Commission.

The  Norton  Council  on  Aging  is  a  Committee  of  nine  (9)  appointed 
members.  There  is  a  Chairman,  Treasurer,  Secretary  who  serve  for 
one  (1)  year  terms.  We  meet  every  first  Wednesday  of  the  month. 

We  run  a  Drop-in  Center  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  from 
9:30  A.M.  till  3:00  P.M.  Activities  include:  line  dancing,  both  mornings 
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from  9:30  till  noon.  Bingo  on  Tuesday  and  whist  on  Thursday.  We 
offer  many  discounts  on  goods  and  services  and  also  fuel  assistance. 
There  is  a  visiting  nurse  who  comes  twice  monthly. 

We  also  run  the  senior  citizen  mini-bus  which  transports  senior 
citizens  to  medicals,  dentists,  shopping,  library,  hairdressers,  drop-in 
center,  etc.  We  also  offer  chore  worker  service.  Any  elderly  person 
can  have  someone  come  once  or  twice  weekly  to  perform  a  variety  of 
chores.  There  is  also  homemaker  service  for  those  who  need  daily 
care.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

The  Town  of  Norton  issued  over  2500  burning  permits  and  only 
four  of  these  required  Fire  Department  assistance. 

The  continued  drought  and  the  damage  caused  to  the  foliage  by 
the  gypsy  moths  continue  to  be  a  problem  —  the  drought,  because  of 
the  dryness  of  the  soil  and  the  lack  of  good  water  holes;  the  gypsy 
moths,  because  they  have  caused  the  trees  to  lack  foliage  thus  ex- 
posing the  ground  to  the  sunlight  and  drying  up  the  turf. 

We  experienced  several  forest  fires  which  were  contained  before 
they  became  major  ones. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  urge  anyone  who  clears  woodland  to 
be  sure  to  properly  remove  any  accumulation  of  slash  before  it  be- 
comes a  fire  hazard  and  clean  and  mark  any  water  holes  or  sources 
of  water.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  year  1980  was  again  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Police  De- 
partment, which  only  points  out  what  we  already  know  —  the  town 
is  growing  rapidly. 

Housebreaks  have  again  increased,  this  time  from  274  to  309  — 
an  11  percent  increase.  Drug  offenses  increased  42  percent.  Although 
the  number  of  crimes  reported  to  the  Police  Department  in  1980  de- 
creased, the  total  number  of  complaints  answered  did  not.  Also, 
arrests  increased  a  hefty  30  percent,  from  1010  to  1434.  Court  cases 
totaled  2,460  —  an  average  of  47  cases  per  week.  There  were  4 
traffic  fatalities  even  though  the  number  of  traffic  accidents  de- 
creased for  the  second  straight  year.  Traffic  citations  increased  44 
percent  from  905  to  1605. 

In  the  first  6  months  of  fiscal  1981,  we  have  already  had  6  traffic 
fatalities  —  the  highest  ever  recorded  in  Norton. 

The  total  number  of  complaints  answered  in  1980  was  20,798. 
This  averaged  out  to  about  57  calls  every  24  hours  or  19  calls  per 
shift. 

As  I  have  stated  for  the  last  two  years,  that  if  the  community 
expects  the  Police  Department  to  maintain  its  efficiency  and  provide 
the  service  and  protection  it  is  designed  for,  three  additional  police 
officers  are  going  to  have  to  be  added  to  the  force. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Police  Department  for 
their  fine  cooperation  throughout  the  past  year.  Also,  to  the  other 
town  departments,  and  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  cooperation 
and  guidance.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  —  NORTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

A  year  ago  our  major  concern  seemed  to  be  how  to  arrange 
rooms  in  a  satisfactory  fashion  for  the  new  library  that  we  were 
planning.  Little  did  we  know  that  within  a  year  our  major  task  would 
be  just  plain  survival  because  of  the  cuts  produced  by  Proposition 
2V2.  The  only  work  done  on  the  new  library  project  was  test  borings 
last  winter  at  the  site.  This  program  has  been  placed  on  hold  for  the 
time  being. 

We  had  an  unusual  number  of  staff  turnovers  during  1980-81, 
the  most  in  the  library's  history.  In  June  Marion  Ross  retired  after 
many  long  years  of  devoted  service  to  the  public.  We  were  very 
pleased  that  the  Town  Fathers  accepted  our  suggestion  to  dedicate 
last  year's  Town  Reports  to  Marion.  Also  in  June,  Becky  Shepherd 
left  to  follow  her  husband  to  a  new  teaching  position  in  the  south. 
Marion  and  Becky  were  replaced  in  July  by  the  hiring  of  Bernice 
Griswold  and  Janet  Pane.  In  September  Tom  Viti  announced  his  resig- 
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nation  to  move  on  in  October  to  a  bigger  and  better  position.  Our 
search  for  a  new  Head  Librarian  took  somewhat  longer  than  expected 
but  was  concluded  in  January  with  the  hiring  of  Hilding  Hedberg. 
Hilding  took  over  his  new  duties  on  February  17.  Then  at  the  end  of 
that  month  Bruce  Publicover  resigned  from  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  moved  to  a  new  job  in  Atlanta. 

As  with  other  Town  Departments,  Proposition  2  Vi  has  had  a  tre- 
mendous impact  on  the  library.  The  Finance  Committee  dictated  that 
we  had  to  cut  our  budget  request  by  30%.  This  was  greater  than  the 
15%  cut  imposed  on  most  other  departments  because  of  our  unique 
status  as  a  private  corporation  in  which  we  could  go  out  and  raise 
money  on  our  own.  However  we  still  have  to  abide  by  spending  con- 
trols that  the  Personnel  Board  and  the  Finance  Committee  place  on 
us.  A  most  peculiar  situation!  We  managed  to  comply  with  the  Finance 
Committee  demand  by  slashing  various  items  and  by  laying  off  Bernice 
and  Janet,  the  last  two  additions  to  the  staff,  at  the  end  of  June.  Hours 
were  trimmed,  but  we  should  still  qualify  for  a  State  grant  unless  fur- 
ther cuts  are  required.  Then  our  situation  will  become  very  bleak 
indeed  since  the  State  grant  will  amount  to  about  $6,350  next  year, 
or  better  than  12%  of  our  budget. 

To  add  to  our  woes  we  were  informed  in  February  that  we  had 
to  return  about  $1,600  to  the  Town  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
another  direct  result  of  Proposition  2Vz.  About  the  same  time  our  old 
furnace  died  and  was  replaced  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,500.  It  never 
rains  but  it  pours! 

Enough  of  gloom  and  doom.  I  wish  to  thank  Barbara  Johnson  and 
extend  again  the  Board's  appreciation  to  her  for  her  fine  work  as 
Acting  Head  Librarian  from  October  1980  to  February  1981.  Thanks 
also  go  to  the  staff  who  carried  on  during  this  interim  in  such  a  way 
that  services  to  the  public  were  not  curtailed  at  all.  I  also  appreciate 
their  hard  work  during  the  past  few  months,  especially  with  the  cloud 
of  Proposition  2Vz  hanging  over  us.  And  again  I  offer  my  thanks  to 
Louise  Lynch  who  always  does  such  a  great  job  as  our  treasurer.

Department;  brief  and  concise.

The  recommendation  of  the  Fire  Department  is  #1  priority  of 
$45,000.00  to  refurbish  a  1977  Rescue  Truck  from  a  Rescue  to  a  Fire 
Truck.  This  would  allow  us  to  retire  three  vehicles:  1  —  1948  truck, 
1  —  1953  truck,  and  1  —  Class  V  Rescue  Vehicle.  By  making  one 
complete  truck  we  will  be  gaining  more  efficiency  in  our  fire  service 
and  will  reduce  the  expenditures  on  these  antiquated  pieces  of  equip- 
ment. 


Number  2  priority  is  to  replace  a  1000  GPM  Pumper,  1958  vintage 
with  a  new  pumper  in  the  excess  of  $100,000.00. 

The  restraints  of  Proposition  2Vi  has  caused  us  to  reduce  Station 
I  and  Station  IV  in  Winnecunnet  to  call  stations.  Previously  Station  I 
was  manned  twenty-four  (24)  hours  a  day. 

The  problem  is  that  we  have  a  serious  lack  of  manpower  during 
the  day  in  those  two  areas  and  in  case  of  a  fire  or  any  other  emer- 
gency situation  we  must  respond  apparatus  to  these  areas  of  town 
from  the  Central  Station. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  townspeople  and  town 
departments  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

Applications 
taken  by  this  office  are  investigated  by  the  Agent  and  submitted  to 
the  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services,  Boston,  for 
approval  and  payment. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  town  is  reimbursed  50%  for  all  monies 
expended  for  the  care  of  the  veteran  and  his  dependents. 

The  Department  also  handles  pension  claims  for  widows  and 
orphans  of  veterans  as  well  as  disability  claims  for  veterans  who  are 
no  longer  able  to  work  or  who  are  65  years  of  age  or  over. 

In  addition,  the  Veterans'  Agent  provides  assistance  in  securing 
hospitalization  for  the  veteran,  applies  for  copies  of  lost  or  stolen 
documents  needed  by  the  veteran,  files  claims  for  burial  allowances, 
as  well  as  claims  for  grave  markers.  He  also  assists  in  filling  out 
numerous  and  varied  application  forms,  visits  veterans  confined  to 
the  hospitals  and  nursing  homes,  and  referrals  are  made  by  the 
Veterans'  Agent  for  State  and  Federal  benefit  programs  which  are 
due  the  veterans  by  law.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 


During  the  fiscal  year  1981,  the  Recycling  Committee  collected 
171,680  pounds  of  paper  which  earned  $1,867.76,  and  saved  215.1 
cubic  yards  of  space  in  the  landfill. 

Profits  went  to  the  Teen  Center,  Cub  Scout  Packs  18  and  61,  the 
L.G.  Nourse  Parent  Advisory  Board,  the  Land  Preservation  Society, 
and  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  of  the  V.F.W.  The  proceeds  are  now  being 
deposited  into  a  recycling  account.  Town  Meeting  approved  a  transfer 
of  these  monies  to  a  fund  upon  which  the  committee  can  draw  to  con- 
tinue its  work.  Any  extra  monies  will  be  turned  over  to  the  town. 

A  trailer  has  been  located  on  East  Main  Street  next  to  the  Muni- 
cipal Center  since  mid-December,  1980.  Since  this  time,  the  amount  of 
paper  collected  has  increased.  The  committee  hopes  that  the  towns- 
people will  continue  to  use  the  recycling  center. 

Plans  for  the  following  year  are  to  begin  a  glass  recycling  pro- 
gram and  a  town-wide  education  project. 

Our  thanks  to  the  League  of  Women  Voters  for  providing  funds 
for  the  stairs  at  the  recycling  center,  to  Mr.  Pino's  industrial  arts 
class  which  built  the  stairs,  to  the  Building  and  Grounds  Department 
at  Wheaton  College  for  making  and  putting  up  the  sign,  and  to  David 
Bishop  for  stacking  paper  in  the  trailer.

REPORT  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 

Meeting  once  a  week  during  the  months  of  October  through 
February,  the  Personnel  Board  conducted  a  Municipal  Salary  Survey 
and  employee  evaluations.  Based  on  the  data  collected,  the  Board 
prepared  and  presented  its  salary  and  wage  recommendations  for 
Town  employees  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

In  conjunction  with  the  wage  review,  the  Classification  and 
Salary  and  Wage  Plans  were  also  updated  for  presentation  to  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

In  November,  the  Board  entered  into  negotiations  with  the  Town 
Hall  Clerical  Union.  Contract  talks  reached  an  impasse  in  March  and 
members  of  the  bargaining  unit  conducted  an  illegal  two-day  strike. 
Following  a  directive  from  the  State  Labor  Relations  Commission,  all 
parties  returned  to  the  bargaining  table  and  a  tentative  accord  was 
reached  in  the  latter  part  of  June.  The  Board  is  awaiting  ratification 
by  the  Union.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  SCHOOL 


Southeastern  Regional  School  District  is  represented  from  the 
town  of  Norton  by  Charles  W.  McDonald.  There  are  eight  towns  and 
the  City  of  Brockton  involved  in  this  regional  effort  toward  providing 
students  with  occupational  training  leading  directly  to  jobs. 

There  are  24  occupational  programs  offered  at  the  high  school 
level.  The  high  school  enrollment  is  1,286.  There  are  six  occupational 
programs  offered  at  the  post-secondary  level;  enrollment  is  193.  A 
total  of  1,479  students  attend  the  day  program  at  Southeastern. 

The  evening  school  program  offers  specialized  training  to  people 
of  the  District  in  12  areas.  The  enrollment  in  1980-81  was  793.  One 
hundred  thirty-one  students  were  enrolled  in  the  apprenticeship  pro- 
gram. 

The  job  placement  program  placed  98.8%  of  the  1980  graduating 
class.  Job  locating  and/or  placement  is  available  to  past  graduates  as 
well  as  to  each  graduating  class.  Over  the  last  six  years,  placement 
at  the  Technical  Institute  has  been  100%. 

The  special  needs  program  continues  to  be  served  by  the  three- 
regional-school  collaborative.  The  collaborative  is  comprised  of  South- 
eastern, Old  Colony  and  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  School  Districts. 

Building  is  in  progress  for  projection  booths  and  installation  of 
remotely  operated  audio-visual  equipment.  This  renovation  will 
upgrade  the  large  group  instruction  facilities  used  at  Southeastern. 
The  individualized  self-paced  typing  program  started  last  school  year 
is  serving  all  of  the  students  in  the  high  school. 

A  garage  measuring  100  feet  by  40  feet  has  been  constructed  to 
house  the  various  pieces  of  equipment  owned  by  the  District.  Inasmuch 
as  the  school  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  its  grounds,  build- 
ings, and  plant,  a  variety  of  types  of  equipment  is  necessary.  The 
building  is  for  the  storage  of,  and  the  maintenance  of  this  equipment. 
The  garage  is  a  student  project. 
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The  new  football  field  and  track  was  put  into  use  for  the  season 
of  1980-81  for  the  first  time  since  the  reconstruction  of  those  facili- 
ties. 

The  expanded  parking  lot  which  was  created  when  the  school 
addition  was  constructed  has  been  completed.  It  provides  space  for 
the  parking  of  an  additional  180  automobiles. 

Southeastern  continues  to  explore  innovative  methods  of  con- 
ducting the  process  of  education  at  minimal  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of 
the  District.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  April  1980  Annual  Town  Election  introduced  two  new 
members  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  William  A.  Gouveia,  who  was 
elected  to  serve  a  three  year  term,  and  Raymond  J.  Hebert,  who 
was  elected  for  a  one  year  term. 

Following  the  election  the  Board  conducted  their  reorganization 
meeting  on  May  1st  and  elected  Leonard  P.  Silvia  as  Chairman  and 
John  N.  Schneider  as  Vice-Chairman.  William  Gouveia  was  elected 
Clerk  of  the  Board. 

With  the  passage  of  Proposition  2Vz  at  the  November  1980 
election,  the  Board  has  expended  many  hours  listening  to  questioning, 
altering,  devising  and  presenting  departmental  budgets  that  would 
comply  with  the  mandates  of  the  newly  enacted  law.  It  is  our 
hope  that  the  results  of  our  time  will  be  evident  in  the  coming 
months  and  that  all  departments,  both  appointed  and  elected,  will 
make  every  sincere  effort  to  live  within  their  budget  limitations. 
The  topic  of  budgets  cannot  go  without  a  special  thanks  to  the 
Finance  Committee  who  spent  many  diligent  months  in  an  effort  to 
present  viable,  sensible  budgets  to  the  townspeople  and  in  con- 
junction with  our  Board. 

Two  Town  Meetings  were  conducted  in  fiscal  1981;  Annual 
Town  Meeting  was  held  on  June  6,  1981  at  which  time  budgets 
were  acted  upon  and  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  June 
29,  1981. 

After  a  year-long  process  the  Board  voted  to  award  a  provi- 
sional Cable  Television  License  to  Rollins  Cablevision.  However, 
this  action  was  appealed  by  a  competitor  and  the  Board  is  awaiting 
a  ruling  from  the  Cable  Television  Commission  as  to  what  course 
of  action  should  be  pursued.  Our  office  has  received  numerous 
inquiries  regarding  this  topic  and  we  will  continue  to  provide  the 
residents  with  whatever  information  we  can  in  this  matter. 

During  this  fiscal  year  the  Board  completed  their  Policy  Manual 
which  delineates  the  proceedings  and  rulings  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. This  manual  will  serve  to  promote  more  consistent,  defined 
proceedings  and  we  invite  you,  as  community  residents,  to  review 
the  manual  and  familiarize  yourselves  with  the  proceedings  of  our 
Board. 
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The  Board  has  held  various  hearings  affecting  the  growth  and 
future  of  the  Town  of  Norton.  These  hearings  range  from  proposals 
to  establish  new  landfill  sites  to  gasoline  storage  permits  and,  as 
always,  we  will  do  our  utmost  to  make  certain  that  the  town  is 
well  represented  by  our  actions. 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  our 
appreciation  to  those  departments  that  have  demonstrated  coopera- 
tion and  communication  towards  the  working  of  the  town. 

As  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  we  have  been  elected 
to  serve  you,  to  answer  to  you  and  provide  prudent  actions  and 
assistance  whenever  possible.  We  hope  that  you  will  not  hesitate 
to  contact  our  office  for  any  matter  that  concerns  you.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

It's  been  another  busy  year  for  the  Conservation  Commission 
with  many  meetings,  hearings  and  imputs  in  major  decision-making 
issues  that  will  ultimately  affect  or  improve  Norton's  environment 
and  our  natural  resources.  One  hot  issue  was  the  Shpack  abandoned 
dump  on  Union  Road,  adjacent  to  ALI's  landfill,  and  the  future 
U.S.  Department  of  Energy's  FUSRAP  program. 

Shpack's  complex  history  required  a  major  decision  by  our 
Commission  due  to  its  location  above  Chartley  Pond  (Town  owned) 
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and  within  the  Chartley  Brook  and  Chartley  Swamp's  natural  re- 
sources and  aquifer  system.  No  agency  would  admit  to  the  potential 
environmental  health  and  safety  hazards,  above  and  below  the  water 
table,  from  the  radioactive  and  limited  hazardous  materials  within 
this  landfill.  After  serious  negotiations,  we  took  the  Bull  (DOE)  by 
its  horns  and  acquired  the  Shpack  property  through  a  monetary 
gift  from  Texas  Instruments,  Inc.,  and  pushed  the  wagon  train  back 
on  the  trail  to  facilitate  DOE's  surveying  and  drilling  program. 
The  property  will  be  fenced  and  secured  in  October  (1981)  to  facili- 
tate DOE's  $2.2  million  FUSRAP  cleanup  program.  The  Commission 
will  proceed  to  resolve  the  other  hazardous  materials  which  must  be 
environmentally  monitored  during  the  next  ten  years. 

The  Commission  issued  nineteen  wetland  permits  which  included 
construction  of  Route  1-495  route  to  Cape  Cod  pleasure;  impacts 
upon  Norton's  wells  and  Lake  Winnecunnet;  Mansfield  Sewerage 
Treatment  Plant  and  the  relocation  of  its  sludge  landfill  back  to 
its  tenants;  two  gravel  pits,  two  ponds,  one  commercial  business 
and  ten  house  locations  all  adjacent  to  or  within  wetlands  and 
riverways  throughout  the  Town.  The  Norton  Village  Subdivision 
court  case  is  still  alive  but  the  developer  has  conceded  a  lot  to 
our  Commission. 

The  most  important  aspect  of  our  Conservation  Commission 
is  the  protection,  planning  and  promotion  of  Norton's  natural  re- 
sources with  regard  to  proper  enforcement  of  the  community's 
and  property  owner's  rights  to  a  safe,  clean,  environment.  Our 
legal  obligation  is  to  protect  and  preserve  Norton's  streams,  river- 
ways,  flood  plains  and  wetlands  and  the  upland  (dry)  areas  that 
provide  the  surface  and  ground  water  for  those  wetlands  and  eventu- 
ally Norton's  drinking  water  aquifer  supplies.  The  drought  we  en- 
dured in  the  past  six  months  pointed  out  the  importance  of  these 
resources.  They  are  the  springs  and  reservoirs  which  feed  our 
;  ground  water;  therefore  affecting  our  quality  of  life  and  providing 
sanctuaries  for  the  abundant  wildlife  which  flourishes  in  them. 

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  our  negative  progress  with  the  Norton 
Reservoir  situation,  with  the  exception  of  the  new  Treatment  Plant, 
has  been  stymied  by  the  bureaucratic  fresh  water  snails.  We  fully 
and  actively  support  the  Norton  Reservoir  Association  and  their 
proposals  for  joint  action  programs  in  a  drive  to  get  Clean  Lakes 
or  Innovative  Technology  grants  in  1982.  We  are  positively  moving 
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forward  with  the  IDC  promotion  and  planned  development  of  the 
Dever  property.  Our  knowledge  and  positive  promotion  of  Dever's 
natural  resources  and  wetlands  have  not  and  will  not  become  the 
"dregs"  or  "pits"  for  any  balanced  industrial  development.  These 
supposedly  low-value  wetlands  are  becoming  high-valued  lands  due 
to  their  greenbelt  qualities  and  aesthetic  sound  suppression  values 
plus  "living  filters"  to  cleanse  street  drainage  and  suppress 
flooding  impacts. 

We  are  sorry  to  lose  one  of  our  members  through  resignation 
and  would  like  to  commend  Janet  Cote  for  her  unselfish  service 
to  this  Commission  and  to  the  Town  of  Norton. 

At  the  1981  Town  Meeting  and  through  the  demands  of  Propo- 
sition 2V2,  our  budget  and  staff  time  were  reduced  in  half.  The 
full  effect  of  this  action  has  not  been  felt  yet  though  our  Secretary 
did  resign  to  accept  a  more  lucrative  job.  We  are  about  to  advertise 
for  another  to  take  her  place.  Luckily,  Reaganism  and  high  interest 
rates  have  suppressed  the  building  and  subdivision  demands.  Until 
the  Town  settles  down  under  Proposition  2V2,  their  pressures  would 
devastate  the  ability  to  enforce  local  and  state  laws  under  the 
current  conditions  within  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Health 
Inspection  Department  and  the  Conservation  Commission  to  provide 
for  Norton  a  safe,  environmentally  and  economically  sound  com- 
munity. The  local  scenery  this  spring  flourished  new  vigor  and  sap 
to  promote  a  new  life  of  cooperation  and  communication  between 
the  roots,  tree  trunks,  branches  and  those  many  green  leaves. 

The  members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  are  all  volunteers 
and  spent  many  hours  at  their  jobs  including  on-site  inspections. 
We  appreciate  their  efforts  and  would  like  to  thank  them  for  their 
dedication.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


The  Norton  Public  Library  will  continue  to  be  influenced  by 
events  of  1980-81  long  after  the  close  of  this  year.  In  addition  to  new 
staff  members,  the  departure  of  its  director  and  the  installation 
of  his  successor,  the  year  just  past  saw  the  enactment  of  "Propo- 
sition 2V2." 

The  year  began  with  the  appointment  of  Bernice  Griswold  and 
Janet  Pane  as  library  assistants.  In  October  head  librarian,  Tom 
Viti,  left  for  the  Westwood  Library.  The  author  of  this  report  was 
named  to  succeed  him  the  following  February  —  just  in  time  to  face 
the  challenges  posed  by  continuing,  indeed  growing,  demand  for 
library  services  and  a  shrinking  budget. 

Realizing  that  new  book  purchases  and  the  size  of  the  staff 
would  be  adversely  affected  by  "2V2"  mandated  budget  cuts,  steps 
were  taken  to  minimize  service  cut-backs  —  though  inevitably  cut- 
backs have  been  and  will  be  made.  Purchase  of  paper  backs  in- 
creased substantially  —  an  effort  greeted  enthusiastically  by  many 
patrons.  Overdue  fines  were  raised  250%  —  to  five  cents  per  day. 
This  has  resulted  in  more  books  being  returned  promptly,  and  thus 
making  a  greater  selection  available.  It  has  also  meant  the  library 
can  spend  less  for  staff  time  and  materials  trying  to  get  books  re- 
turned. The  library  also  benefits  from  an  increase  in  fine  receipts. 
Finally,  hours  were  changed  and  all  book  charging  and  returns 
were  consolidated  at  one  desk  to  conserve  utility  costs  and  compen- 
sate for  the  reduction  in  staff  to  occur  in  July,  1981. 

Despite  upheavals  1980-81  was  a  year  of  growth  for  the  library. 
Circulation  rose  to  45,988,  up  2%  despite  a  15%  decline  in  the 
number  of  new  books  purchased.  Inter-library  loans  continued 
steady,  and  film  borrowing  jumped  25%.  Had  the  library  purchased 
the  material  borrowed  through  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Library 
System,  it  would  have  cost  well  over  $10,000.  The  number  of  new 
registrations  reached  894,  up  7%  from  last  year.  This  is  especially 
notable  because  programs  that  bring  new  users  to  the  library,  such 
as  feature  film  presentations  and  school  visits  were  discontinued 
during  the  interval  between  directors.  That  the  library  continues  to 
achieve  even  higher  levels  of  service  despite  the  disruptions  of  Tom 
Viti's  departure,  changed  hours,  and  other  changes,  is  testimony  to 
the  continued  growth  of  demand  by  Norton  citizens  for  books,  maga- 
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zines  and  services  it  provides. 


It  is  also  a  testimonial  to  the  dedication  and  helpfulness  of  the 
staff.  I  would  like  to  express  publicly  my  regard  for  all  of  them,  and 
my  respect  for  their  continued  hard  work  and  commitment  to  the 
library  and  its  public,  despite  the  changes  and  increased  work  load 
they  face.  I  wish,  too,  to  thank  them  for  the  patience,  forbearance 
and  co-operation  they  have  extended  to  me  as  I  have  acquainted  my- 
self with  my  new  position  here.  I  want  especially  to  thank  Herbert 
Ellison,  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  assistant  head  libra- 
rian Barbara  Johnson,  whose  knowledge  of  the  library  and  its  patrons 
has  been  of  inestimable  value.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  NORTON 

It  is  with  great  pride  and  pleasure  we  submit  the  School  Com- 
mittee's Report  to  the  town. 

This  school  year  has  been  an  extremely  challenging  year  for  the 
Committee  as  we  began  to  deal  with  the  effects  of  Proposition  2Vi. 
Our  first  major  task  was  in  determining  the  actual  percentage  we 
were  to  represent  in  the  overall  cuts.  We  participated  in  several 
meetings  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  in  an 
effort  to  develop  the  procedure  for  implementation.  The  result  of  the 
meetings  was  the  agreement  by  all  boards  the  School  Department 
would  absorb  56.8%  ($637,900)  of  the  overall  cut  for  the  first  year. 
This  percentage  represents  our  portion  of  the  tax  rate  as  determined 
by  the  Department  of  Revenue.  The  Committee  wishes  to  extend  its 
appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee 
for  establishing  this  new  approach  in  addressing  a  townwide  problem. 
We  strongly  encourage  the  doors  of  communication  remain  open  and 
the  work  sessions  continue  as  we  enter  year  two  of  Proposition  2Vi. 

Once  our  bottom  line  was  established  ($4,935,820)  we  began  the 
difficult  task  of  reducing  our  budget.  We  established  our  priorities  as 
the  following:  noninstructional  materials,  instructional  materials, 
nonprofessional  supportive  staff,  professional  supportive  staff  and 
administrators,  and  classroom  teachers  —  they  being  last.  We  also

agreed  the  use  of  the  facilities  for  fiscal  year  '82,  after  school  hours, 
be  curtailed.  We  have  since  been  given  permission  by  the  towns- 
people, through  passage  of  Chapter  71,  to  charge  for  the  use  of  the 
facilities. 

The  resulting  cuts  required  the  elimination  of  70  staff  members, 
43  professional  and  27  supportive,  curriculum  changes  and  reduc- 
tions in  the  areas  of  supplies  and  transportation.  The  effect  at  the 
various  levels  is  addressed  further  in  subsequent  reports. 

This  year  also  saw  the  implementation  of  the  Basic  Skills  Im- 
provement Policy  Test.  We  were  required  by  law  to  administer  the 
exams  in  the  areas  of  Reading,  Writing  and  Mathematics.  The  follow- 
ing are  the  results:

We  were  concerned  over  the  number  of  students  in  Grade  3 
and  Grade  9  who  did  not  meet  the  minimum  standards  in  the  writing 
samples.  Several  recommendations  were  made  and  will  be  imple- 
mented in  September.  The  recommendations  consisted  of:  inservice 
training,  coordination  of  marking  symbols  on  a  systemwide  basis,  re- 
enforcement  of  writing  skills  by  teachers  other  than  that  of  Language 
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Arts,  and,  most  importantly,  an  awareness  in  the  entire  school  sys- 
tem of  the  importance  of  writing  as  an  integral  aspect  in  education. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  Mr.  Robert 
Booth  for  his  dedication,  time,  energy,  and  most  importantly,  his 
leadership  in  serving  the  Norton  School  System.  Mr.  Booth  served  on 
the  Committee  for  six  years  and  decided  not  to  seek  reelection;  he 
will  be  missed.  We  are  very  pleased  to  have  Mr.  Kenneth  Cabral  as 
our  newest  member. 

Attached  to  this  report  is  a  brief  analysis  of  the  cost  per  pupil 
for  the  school  years  1977-1980  as  reported  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education.  We  feel  this  exemplifies  the  Committees' 
efforts  in  reducing  costs  and  attempting  to  maintain  a  quality  of 
education  that  will  provide  our  children  with  the  necessary  tools  to 
fully  develop. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  Maurice  J.  Splaine,  Jr.,  and  the  entire  staff  of  the 
Norton  Public  Schools  for  the  high  level  of  professionalism  that  was 
exhibited  during  a  most  difficult  and  unsettling  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
TO  THE  NORTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


This  is  the  86th  annual  school  report.  I  am  pleased  to  have  been 
able  to  submit  the  last  twelve  reports. 

The  membership  of  the  Norton  School  Committee  changed  during 
the  school  year  1980/81  with  the  decision  by  Mr.  Robert  Booth  not  to 
seek  reelection.  Mr.  Booth  was  an  extremely  knowledgeable,  dedi- 
cated, and  energetic  member  of  the  Norton  School  Committee  who 
had  served  for  the  past  six  years  and  will  be  missed.  I  am  pleased  to 
welcome  to  the  Norton  School  Committee,  Mr.  Kenneth  Cabral  who 
was  the  newly  elected  member. 

This  past  school  year  was  spent  mainly  with  the  vast  effects 
and  sweeping  changes  caused  by  the  passage  of  Proposition  2V&.  As 
you  read  the  various  reports  from  the  schools  you  will  realize  the 
direct  results  upon  each  one. 

It  was  the  determination  of  the  administration  to  make  Proposi- 
tion 2V2  work,  as  well  as  to  balance  the  fundamental  goal  of 
public  education,  i.e.,  providing  each  child  with  the  necessary  tools 
to  fully  develop.  Numerous  hours  in  meetings  were  spent  on 
developing  the  rationale  and  justification  for  the  necessary  cuts 
that  were  mandated  by  this  new  law.  The  priorities  that  were 
followed  are: 

NoninstructionaJ  materials 
Instructional  materials 
Nonprofessional  supportive  staff 

Professional  supportive  staff  (including  administrators) 
Classroom  teachers 

The  last  area  to  be  cut  would  be  classroom  teachers  in  order  to 
provide  as  much  direct  service  to  students  as  possible. 

It  was  also  part  of  the  philosophic  background  of  determining 
the  cuts  not  to  eliminate  programs  if  at  all  possible,  but  rather  to 
reduce  or  incorporate  them  so  as  to  maintain  a  comprehensive 
curriculum. 

After  the  adoption  of  the  priorities  by  the  Norton  School  Com- 
mittee numerous  meetings  were  held  at  which  time  ample  oppor- 
tunities were  provided  for  staff  members  and  citizens  to  express 
their  views. 
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The  excise  tax  reduction  became  effective  in  January  of  1981. 
Because  of  this  effective  date,  a  shortfall  in  revenue  was  antici- 
pated for  the  current  fiscal  year  1981.  Each  department  was 
thereby  required  to  return  to  the  town  in  June  of  1981  the  necessary 
funds  to  offset  this  shortfall.  The  amount  of  money  that  was  assigned 
to  the  Norton  School  Department  for  its  share  of  the  shortfall  was 
$115,653.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  Norton  School  Department 
was  able  to  meet  this  obligation  and  did  return  its  full  share  of  the 
shortfall  to  the  town. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  various  boards 
and  committees  in  town  that  worked  very  hard  and  diligently  in  order 
to  fairly  implement  this  Proposition.  It  was  new  to  us  all  and  re- 
quired innovative  and  fresh  thinking.  The  Norton  School  Depart- 
ment's share  of  the  taxes  was  56.8%,  and  this  was  the  amount  of 
money  that  was  agreed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance 
Committee,  and  School  Committee  to  be  our  share  of  the  cut. 

The  fiscal  1981  budget  was  $5,573,720.  The  fiscal  1982  budget, 
as  approved  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  was  $4,935,820.  This 
represented  a  cut  of  $637,900  from  fiscal  1981.  This  does  not  offset 
the  increases  in  utilities,  fuel,  inflation,  or  negotiated  raises  which 
would  greatly  increase  the  actual  cut  of  the  school  budget.  In  order 
to  implement  this,  the  following  positions  were  eliminated: 

35  classroom  teachers 
1  special  education 

3  librarians 

1  audio  visual 

2  guidance  counselors 
 1  psychologist 

TOTAL  43  Professional  Staff  Members 

4  secretaries 
13  aides 

2  nurses 

5  custodians

Total  cuts  from  the  Norton  School  Department  were  70  staff  mem- 
bers. Other  areas  reduced  were:  Transportation,  supply  account, 
evening  use  of  buildings,  class  size,  and,  naturally,  curriculums. 
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At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  State  Legislature  has  just 
finished  its  deliberation  on  state  aid,  with  increased  state  aid  being 
realized  for  the  Town  of  Norton.  The  exact  deposition  of  this  aid  is 
unknown  and  therefore  its  effect  on  the  schools  cannot  be  determined. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  School  Com- 
mittee who  spent  numerous  hours  wrestling  with  a  tremendously 
difficult  change  in  public  education.  Also,  I  would  like  to  thank  staff 
members  for  their  professionalism  in  an  extremely  confusing  period 
of  time.  They  worked  to  the  end  and  provided  quality  education 
to  the  students  of  Norton. 

As  you  will  see  by  reading  the  reports  of  the  principals,  numerous 
learning  activities  took  place  throughout  the  Norton  School  Depart- 
ment, and  I  am  pleased  we  were  able  to  continue  to  provide 
quality  education  during  this  period  of  great  change.

Under  the  direction  of  Assistant  Principal  Philip  Gorman  and 
through  the  leadership  agencies  of  the  Student  Council,  Student 
Advisory  Council,  and  Regional  Advisory  Council,  student  govern- 
ment was  an  effective  arm,  appearing  at  conferences  in  other  schools, 
before  the  School  Committee,  and  in  organizing  activities,  such  as 
Halloween  Dress  Up,  Powder  Puff,  Santa  Fund,  and  Senior  Break- 
fast. The  National  Honor  Society  sponsored  and  carried  out  a  very 
successful  spelling  bee  involving  all  of  the  elementary  schools. 

The  retirement  of  Walter  Precourt,  a  veteran  language  teacher 
who,  throughout  his  18  years  on  the  staff,  served  as  language 
teacher,  class  advisor,  Purple  Key  advisor,  foreign  exchange  student 
advisor,  and  student-teacher  advisor,  created  an  immense  void  in 
the  ranks  of  the  Foreign  Language  Department  headed  by  Mr.  Robert 
Maher.  Fortunately,  Mrs.  Barbara  Silvia  filled  in  admirably  for 
him.  Because  of  Proposition  2Vit  the  department  is  reducing  its 
offerings  next  year  to  one  major  language,  French,  and  two  minor 
offerings,  Latin  (9th  and  10th  grades),  and  Spanish  (11th  and  12th 
grades). 
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Under  the  leadership  of  John  Atwood  and  the  counseling  ex- 
pertise of  John  Kieser  and  Rene  Tellier,  the  Guidance  Department, 
also  buttressed  by  the  assistance  of  the  Special  Needs  Team,  pro- 
vided career,  college,  curriculum,  and  job  counseling.  A  total  of  58 
students  were  enrolled  in  the  Work-Study  Program,  gaining  valable 
on-the-job  training  skills.  Mr.  Kieser  directed  the  program. 

In  their  search  for  college  placement  and  financial  aid,  students 
were  directed  to  the  annual  College  Night  at  Bishop  Feehan  High 
School  and  later  the  Financial  Aid  Evening. 

Of  the  135  graduates  of  the  Class  of  1981,  a  laudable  45.3 
percent,  or  62  seniors,  will  continue  their  education.  Of  the  remain- 
ing students,  7.3  percent,  or  10  will  enter  the  military;  31.4  percent, 
or  43,  will  enter  the  world  of  work;  and  16  percent,  or  22,  are 
still  pondering  their  options. 

In  the  area  of  testing,  directed  by  Mr.  Tellier,  the  Basic  Needs 
Tests  were,  according  to  state  mandate,  administered  to  9th  graders 
in  reading,  mathematics,  and  writing.  The  results,  which  show 
mastery  or  non-mastery,  will  be  sent  to  parents  and  also  be  used 
to  initiate  remedial  programs  where  necessary. 

Sixty-nine  juniors  and  sixteen  sophomores  took  the  PSAT's  and 
the  school  recorded  one  of  its  best  performances  with  six  juniors 
attaining  a  composite  score  of  178,  a  distinction  achieved  by  only 
50,000  students  out  of  one  million.  Fifty-three  sophomores  also  took 
the  National  Educational  Development  Tests  and  ten  sophomores  re- 
ceived gold  certificates  for  scoring  in  the  top  90th  percentile  or 
better,  with  four  students  achieving  perfect  scores. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  students  were  again  admin- 
istered the  TASK'S  (Stanford  Tests  of  Academic  Skills)  and  the  re- 
sults showed  that  the  number  of  below  average  students  in  high 
school  is  falling  below  the  25  percent  mark,  reflecting  the  high 
school's  emphasis  on  basics  in  reading,  English,  grammar,  and  com- 
position. 

In  the  spring,  students  were  administered  Cooperative  Achieve- 
ment Tests  in  their  individual  subjects.  Because  this  testing  is  getting 
increasingly  difficult  to  administer  due  to  the  unavailability  of  some 
scoring  services,  the  increased  cost  of  testing,  its  duplication  of  the 
school's  fall  testing  program,  and  the  added  time-challenge  of  the 
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Basic  Needs  program,  department  heads  and  the  director  of  testing 
are  in  favor  of  its  cessation. 

Fourteen  students  enrolled  in  the  Massachusetts  High  School 
Studies  Program  at  M.I.T.  Mr.  Tellier  also  formulated  policies  and 
procedures  for  seniors  to  attend  Wheaton  College  during  the  year. 

Fifty-five  students  in  need  of  special  services  were  aided  by  three 
teachers  of  moderate  special  needs;  a  speech  therapist,  a  psycholo- 
gist, and  psychometrist/Chapter  766  Chairperson.  All  aided  in  con- 
tinuing to  foster  the  system's  reputation  in  the  field  of  special  services. 

The  domination  of  Lancer  athletes  in  the  world  of  golf,  basketball, 
and  baseball  earmarked  one  of  the  most  successful  sports  years  in 
the  history  of  the  school.  Al  Nuttall's  golf  team  was  undefeated  and 
retained  its  Mayflower  League  Championship.  The  boys  basketball 
team,  under  Athletic  Director  and  Coach  Howard  Kelley,  won  the 
Division  II  Mayflower  League  basketball  championship,  qualifying,  as 
did  the  girls,  for  post-season  play.  Again  the  Lancers  hosted  the  All- 
Star  and  Tournament  play  in  their  beautiful  gym. 

Fresh  from  their  Division  III  State  Crown,  David  Mollica's  base- 
ball team  at  this  writing  boasts  a  19-1  record  and  "the  favorite  tag" 
in  post-season  play.  Charles  Marchese,  senior  star  hurler,  was 
chosen  to  play  baseball  in  Europe  this  summer,  posting  a  31-6  career 
record  on  the  mound.  He  is  Harvard-bound  in  the  fall. 

After  disappointing  losses  in  the  early  going,  Larry  Larocque's 
football  team  finished  strongly  with  several  victories. 

Reflecting  the  system's  emphasis  of  basics,  the  English  Depart- 
ment, under  the  tutelage  of  Miss  Grace  Kiernan,  emphasized  gram- 
mar, theme  writing,  and  paragraph  development  with  the  freshmen 
and  sophomores,  and  again  the  basics  of  English  with  upperclassmen 
as  well  as  literature  and  theme  writing.  Seconding  the  efforts  of  the 
Business  Department,  emphasis  was  also  placed  on  the  format  of  a 
business  letter. 

Intensely  involved  in  Basic  Needs  or  Competency  Testing  of  fresh- 
men in  the  area  of  writing,  especially,  members  of  the  department 
were  trained  to  correct  student  essays  and  letters  holistically  or  by 
the  total  worth  of  the  productions.  Follow-up  programs  were  estab- 
lished for  those  designated  as  non-masters. 
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Again  adding  a  valuable  hands-on  dimension  to  the  school  curri- 
culum, Richard  Pino's  Industrial  Arts  Department  sharpened  the 
skills  of  the  students  in  Graphic  Arts  with  paper-making,  calligraphy, 
and  systemwide  printing  services;  in  Architectural  Drawing  with 
house  and  plot  plans  in  two-point  perspectives;  in  Metal  Shop  with 
fine  welding  projects  and  machine  artifacts  as  well  as  small  engine 
and  car  repair  instructions;  and  Wood  class  with  the  production  of 
mass  produced  cobbler  benches. 

To  fully  utilize  all  science  facilities,  Mr.  Robert  Durocher's  Science 
Department  undertook  a  complete  reassessment  of  all  facilities.  All 
told,  a  total  of  484  students  were  enrolled  in  25  courses  in  the  college- 
prep,  standard,  and  basic  division  science  courses,  a  fact  reflected 
in  the  NEDT  scores  in  which  science  scores  were  at  the  74th  per- 
centile, the  best  of  all  departments.  Amanda  Bosh,  a  sophomore 
honor  student,  was  awarded  a  summer  science  scholarship  to  Provi- 
dence College  for  Environmental  Biology  and  Biological  Computer 
Simulation. 

Hands-on  lab  work,  the  collection  of  science  newsclip  from  news- 
papers, guest  speakers,  AV  materials,  especially  from  Project  SPOKE, 
and  field  trips  were  all  features  of  the  science  classes. 

New  curriculum  thrusts  were  ecology  concerns,  such  as  pollution 
controls;  the  introduction  of  a  work-a-text  in  the  freshmen  standard 
level  earth  science  class;  a  chemistry  computer-assisted  lab  program; 
a  seminar  for  Advanced  Biology  II  students;  and  an  attempt  to  re- 
store a  double  lab  period  for  freshmen  in  earth  science. 

To  give  college  bound  students  the  opportunity  to  prepare  them- 
selves in  European  History,  a  liberal  arts  program  requirement  in 
most  colleges,  the  Social  Studies  Department,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Fredric  Bartek,  offered  the  class  to  11  students,  4  of  whom  took 
the  AP  exams.  Intended  to  be  a  follow-up  to  the  department's  emin- 
ently successful  AP  program  in  American  History,  over  20  students 
have  signed  up  for  next  year. 

Results  of  the  AP  exams  placed  Norton  High  School  above  the 
national  average,  and  one  student  —  Linda  Prudencio  —  received  a 
perfect  score  of  5. 

Noticeable  achievements  this  year  were  student  participation  in  a 
presidential  poll,  the  formulation  of  a  research  paper,  policy  pro- 
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cedures  for  all  social  studies  students,  and  the  commencement  of 
meetings  with  elementary  social  studies  coordinator  to  align  all  re- 
lated curricula  in  the  entire  system. 

Close  to  400  students  were  enrolled  in  eleven  business  offerings, 
according  to  Department  Head  Miss  Evelyn  Rapoza.  The  thrust  of  all 
the  courses  is  to  prepare  graduates  to  work  as  clerk  typists,  secre- 
taries with  shorthand  and  machine  transcription  skills,  keypunch 
operators,  and  bookkeepers.  Specifically,  the  Office  Practice  classes 
provided  on-the-job  experience  and  training,  rendering  services 
systemwide. 

Plans  call  for  the  start  of  an  Office  Simulation  Course  through  the 
Assistance  of  Federal  Funds.  Also  wished  for  is  some  type  of  Co-op 
program  in  which  students  would  learn  skills  at  the  job  site. 

To  keep  pace  with  the  growing  demand  for  more  math  skills  for 
students  entering  further  education  or  the  world  of  work,  the  Mathe- 
matics Department  of  Mr.  Frederick  Kelley  will  commence  a  two-year 
graduation  requirement  next  year  from  the  classes  of  1984  and  on. 
A  major  thrust  of  the  department  this  year  was  the  scoring  and  the 
analysis  of  the  Basic  Skills  Competency  Testing,  utilizing  the  school's 
computer  in  this  area  as  well  as  for  reading. 

The  Mathematics  and  Computer  Clubs  were  also  active  this  year, 
involving  30  high  school  students  and  3  project  PRISM  Middle  School 
students.  Also,  two  Computer  Programming  and  two  Data  Processing 
classes  were  conducted  in  the  Norton  Adult  Education  Program. 

Supervisor  of  Music  William  J.  MacMullen,  Jr.,  directed  the  Norton 
High  School  Band  and  Chorus  and  their  middle  school  counterparts 
in  their  annual  Christmas  and  Spring  Concerts.  Also,  the  Lancer 
Marching  Band  performed  at  half-time  during  football  season  and 
marched  in  the  Veteran's  and  Memorial  Day  Parades.

As  in  all  other  schools  the  passage  of  Proposition  2Vi  will  result 
in  significant  changes  in  the  educational  program  for  middle  school 
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students  because  of  a  reduction  of  staff  and  the  corresponding  ad- 
justments made  in  curriculum.  As  of  this  writing  the  following  per- 
sonnel have  been  eliminated  from  our  school:  six  regular  academic 
teachers,  six  special  subject  teachers,  one  librarian,  one  guidance 
counselor,  one  psychologist,  six  instructional  aides,  one  nurse,  one 
secretary,  one  matron,  and  one  custodian. 

The  priorities  established  as  guidelines  in  making  recommenda- 
tions for  reduction  in  staff  were  to  maintain  a  unit  approach  for  the 
instruction  of  students  and  to  reduce  programs  rather  than  totally 
eliminate  them. 

In  order  to  maintain  a  unit  approach  each  teacher  will  be  respon- 
sible for  teaching  social  studies  in  addition  to  his/her  regular  subject 
of  reading,  English,  math,  or  science. 

Special  subjects  instruction  will  be  reduced  next  year.  Presently 
students  take  two  periods  weekly  of  art,  music,  and  practical  arts. 
Next  year  this  will  be  reduced  to  one  period  weekly.  The  two  health 
periods  taken  weekly  this  year  will  be  reduced  to  no  periods  with  the 
science  and  physical  education  curriculums  absorbing  key  units  of 
the  Health  Program  to  be  taught  to  students. 

Since  the  students  will  be  having  one  less  special  subject  each 
day,  a  study  skills  period  will  be  developed  to  take  the  place  of  this. 
This  period  will  be  used  to  reinforce,  remediate  or  enrich  units  of 
instruction,  to  teach  effective  study  skills,  to  allow  students  to  come 
together  for  various  whole  unit  programs  and  the  like.  Continued 
planning  for  the  content  of  this  period  will  continue  throughout  next 
year  to  insure  that  this  period  of  time  is  used  most  effectively. 

The  IMS  Math  Program  of  instruction  will  no  longer  be  published. 
Because  of  this  fact,  together  with  an  increase  in  pupil/teacher  ratio 
and  the  elimination  of  instructional  aides,  a  new  textbook  series  will 
be  used.  The  Scott-Foresman  series  was  recommended  to  and 
approved  by  the  School  Committee  as  the  new  program. 

During  this  year  Basic  Skills  Tests  were  administered  to  grade  6 
students  for  the  first  time.  Results  will  be  sent  to  all  parents,  and 
students  identified  as  non-masters  will  be  placed  into  remedial  pro- 
grams to  assist  them  in  learning  and  mastering  basic  skills  in  math, 
reading,  or  writing. 

Besides  having  our  annual  Science  Fair,  the  concept  of  a  Social 
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Studies  Fair  was  carried  out  this  year.  Under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Eleanor  Mackinder  and  the  other  grade  6  teachers,  students  in  grade 
6  studied  the  cultures  of  people  of  the  rest  of  the  world,  prepared 
exhibits,  and  held  an  international  pot  luck  supper  for  themselves 
and  their  parents. 

The  Middle  School  Student  Council  also  remained  active  and,  as  a 
new  venture  this  year,  initiated  a  student  exchange  program  with 
Raynham  Junior  High  School.  The  opportunity  for  18  of  our  students 
to  spend  a  day  in  another  school  resulted  in  a  meaningful  learning 
experience  for  our  students. 

Students  were  also  given  opportunities  to  demonstrate  their 
academic  talents  in  competition.  As  a  result,  different  students  from 
our  school  won  prizes  for  their  efforts  in  the  Regional  Science  Fair, 
the  Attleboro  Knights  of  Columbus  Essay  Contest,  the  New  England 
Mathematics  League,  and  the  Massasoit  Math  League.  They  repre- 
sented our  school  and  town  in  a  positive  manner. 

Parents  of  our  students  were  again  invited  and  encouraged  to  join 
and  participate  in  our  Parent  Advisory  Board.  The  Board  remained 
active  throughout  the  year  and  was  instrumental  in  arranging  a 
sound  Drug  Education  Program  for  our  grade  8  students  in  conjunction 
with  the  staff  of  the  Marathon  House  located  in  Taunton,  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Space  does  not  permit  reviewing  all  the  events  conducted  through- 
out the  year  at  our  school.  However,  I  can  assure  you  the  entire  staff 
has  worked  diligently  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students  and  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so  in  the  future. 


J.  C.  SOLMONESE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

In  its  third  year  of  operation  the  Solmonese  School  is  composed 
basically  of  the  same  staff  members  as  in  its  first  two  years.  How- 
ever, one  of  the  major  changes  was  in  the  administration.  Mr.  Kenneth 
J.  Fernandes  became  acting  principal  with  the  resignation  of  Richard 
J.  Silva.  Mr.  Silva  accepted  a  position  as  principal  in  his  home  town 
of  Plymouth.  Mrs.  Mary  Rezendes  Brown  was  appointed  as  acting 
asssistant  principal. 
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The  number  of  parent  volunteers  for  this  school  year  was  102,  the 
largest  amount  being  in  the  kindergarten  which  has  48  parent  volun- 
teers this  year.  The  Parent  Organization  consisted  of  the  following 
members:  Mrs.  Karen  Robbins,  Mrs.  Lori  Callum,  Mrs.  Patricia  Iac- 
cuzi,  Mrs.  Doris  Murrey,  Mrs.  Kathleen  Hathaway,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Frazier,  Mrs.  Marilyn  Hickey,  Mrs.  Mary  Powers,  Mrs.  Joan  DeCosta, 
Mrs.  Mary  MacCaffrie,  Mrs.  Patricia  Wagner,  and  Mrs.  Catherine 
Cooper.  During  the  1980/81  school  year  the  Solmonese  Parent  Organi- 
zation arranged  once  again  for  the  New  England  Theatre  Guild  for 
Children  to  present  the  play,  Alladin's  Lamp.  The  parent  group  also 
co-sponsored  the  Fishing  Derby  for  both  J.  C.  Solmonese  and  L.  G. 
Nourse  Elementary  School  students.  The  Parent  Organization  was 
responsible  for  organizing  two  evening  presentations.  The  first  of 
these  presentations  was  with  Mr.  Jim  Codege  from  Attleboro  Social 
Services.  This  was  a  workshop  on  Child  Abuse  and  Neglect.  The 
second  workshop  was  held  jointly  with  the  L.  G.  Nourse  Elementary 
School,  with  Father  Mclntyre,  and  the  topic  of  this  workshop  was 
Disciplining  Our  Youth.  The  Solmonese  Parent  Organization  also  has 
sponsored  the  following  fund-raising  events  this  year:  a  Bake  Sale, 
Ham  and  Bean  Supper,  Tupperware  sale,  and  a  Flea  Market  Carnival. 
Another  activity  conducted  this  year  in  conjunction  with  the  Solmon- 
ese Parent  Organization  was  a  Campbell  Soup  Label  Drive.  This  soup 
label  drive  enabled  us  to  acquire  free  of  charge,  playground  equip- 
ment for  each  unit  within  the  school.  The  second  activity  that  was 
undertaken  this  year  was  a  RIF  (Reading  is  Fundamental)  program. 
Unfortunately,  the  federal  government  was  not  able  to  provide  us 
with  matching  funds,  but  the  Solmonese  Parent  Organization  raised 
over  $700.00  that  was  used  to  purchase  over  1,900  books.  These 
books  were  distributed  to  each  student;  with  each  child  being  able  to 
select  a  free  book  at  each  of  the  two  distributions.  This  book  was  a 
book  of  their  choice.  Another  event  sponsored  by  the  Parent  Organi- 
zation was  bringing  a  storyteller,  Carol  Hurst,  to  school  for  student 
and  parent  performances. 

Mrs.  Brown,  Acting  Assistant  Principal,  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  Norton  Police  Department  and  Officer  Michael  Smith,  continued 
with  their  safety  program  throughout  the  school  year.  During  the 
fall  and  spring,  bus  safety  programs  were  held  for  all  students. 
Through  the  cooperation  of  the  North  Bristol  County  Board  of 
Realtors,  and  the  Norton  Police  Department,  our  third  annual  program 
on  vandalism  was  held  during  the  months  of  March  and  April. 

The  following  events  took  place  throughout  the  school  year, 
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1980/81: 

September  8th  —  Kindergarten  Orientation  was  held  for  all 
parents. 

Septmber  18th  —  First  Meet  the  Faculty  Night.  This  was  co- 
sponsored  by  our  Solmonese  Parent  Organization.  During  this  evening 
each  unit  leader  did  a  brief  biography  of  the  teachers  within  that 
unit.  It  was  well  attended  and  gave  parents  an  excellent  opportunity 
to  meet  the  teachers  their  children  would  be  having. 

September  23rd  —  Annual  Kindergarten  Curriculum  evening  took 
place. 

October  7th  —  Annual  Open  House.  Parent  Conferences  were 
held  twice  this  year,  November  19-20  and  April  14-15. 

October  14th  —  First  Kindergarten  Parent  Volunteer  Workshop 
was  held. 

December  16th  —  Second  Annual  Senior  Citizens  Holiday  Dinner. 

In  January  we  began  with  the  minimum  competency  test  in  read- 
ing, writing,  and  mathematics  for  grade  3  students. 

March  6th  —  Second  Annual  Faculty  Fund-Raiser  Basketball 
Game.  The  money  from  this  fund-raiser  was  used  to  bring  in  speakers 
and  activities  into  the  school  for  students.  One  of  the  activities  that 
was  brought  in  this  year  was  a  mime  which  performed  for  each  of 
the  grade  levels  at  various  assemblies  in  June. 

March  25th  —  Second  Annual  Science  Fair.  Once  again  this  was 
an  overwhelming  success  with  a  greater  participation  than  our  first 
year. 

April  8th  —  Kindergarten  Registration  for  the  1981/82  school  year. 

Various  plays  were  conducted  throughout  the  year,  including  the 
Starfish  Unit's  play,  Peter  Pan,  and  a  Julius  Caesar  play. 

In  May  we  had  our  Annual  Multi-Media  Arts  Festival,  and  the 
first  town- wide  Spelling  Bee  for  students  in  grades  1-5.  This  was  co- 
sponsored  by  the  Norton  High  School  Honor  Society. 

Other  events  that  occurred  at  the  Solmonese  School  this  year 
were  Fire  Prevention  Week  activities,  and  a  Child  Abuse  Workshop 
for  teachers.  Project  Early,  a  preschool  program,  was  held  at  the 
Solmonese  School,  and  Project  Signals  listening  and  speaking  activi- 
ties and  tests  were  introduced  for  students  in  grades  3,  4,  and  5.  This 
is  the  second  consecutive  year  that  Dick  Albert,  Channel  5  meteorolo- 
gist, spoke  to  fifth  grade  classes  at  the  Solmonese  School  in  conjunc- 
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tion  with  their  weather  unit. 

The  Solmonese  School  also  worked  closely  with  Wheaton  Work 
Study  Program  which  enabled  students  from  various  classes  to  be 
present  to  observe  and  volunteer.  A  similar  type  program  was  co- 
ordinated with  Norton  High  School  in  regards  to  having  high  school 
students  volunteer  in  the  kindergarten  and  grade  one. 


L.  G.  NOURSE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

The  school  year  opened  with  excellent  cooperation  from  all  staff 
members. 

The  Parent  Advisory  Board  was  active  during  the  school  year. 
Meetings  were  held  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  9:30  a.m. 
and  the  third  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  7:30  p.m.  Many  activities 
were  held  during  the  year  including  selling  book  bags,  paper  drive, 
sold  tupperware,  and  family  portraits.  These  were  all  money  raising 
events.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Board,  activities  were  planned  for 
the  students  which  included  New  England  Theatre  Guild  presentation 
for  the  whole  school;  Stuffed  Animal  Pet  Show;  Magic  Show  on 
American  History  presented  for  the  entire  school;  roller  skating  party.

The  main  task  of  the  Language  Arts  Department  this  year  was  in 
the  administration  and  evaluation  of  the  Competency  Tests  and  in 
strengthening  the  Language  Program,  particularly  in  the  area  of 
writing.  Materials  were  prepared  in  this  regard  for  in-service  work- 
shops next  year. 

ELEMENTARY  MATH,  SCIENCE,  AND  SOCIAL  STUDIES 

Mr.  Robert  P.  Smith,  Coordinator 

Each  year  seems  to  pass  more  quickly  than  the  preceding  year. 
The  1980/81  school  year  was  no  exception.  Much  review  and  revision 
of  curriculum  were  completed  in  math,  science,  and  social  studies. 
Student  activities  in  these  areas  contributed  to  new  and  challenging 
experiences  for  the  students.  The  results  of  their  efforts  were  evi- 
denced by  the  participation  and  many  awards  students  gained.  This 
year  saw  the  passage  of  some  new  legislation  .  .  .  Proposition  2Y2. 
Proposition  2V2  will  have  effects  on  the  instructional  programs  offered 
in  each  of  the  math,  science,  and  social  studies  areas. 

CURRICULUM  REVIEW  AND  REVISION 

As  a  result  of  an  increase  in  the  pupil/teacher  ratio,  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  regular  day  teacher  aide  program,  and  the  unavailability 
of  the  IMS  materials,  a  Math  Textbook  Committee  was  established. 
This  group  of  professionals  reviewed  a  number  of  textbook  series.  A 
recommendation  for  adoption  will  be  presented  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  implementation  in  September. 

Science  and  social  studies  curriculums  were  reviewed  and  revised 
because  of  program  and  staff  reductions  necessitated  by  the  Proposi- 
tion 2V2  referendum.  An  assessment  of  these  changes  will  be  carefully 
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monitored  during  the  next  school  year. 

Classroom  demonstration  lessons  of  the  Chisanbop  Finger  Calcu- 
lation technique  were  conducted  for  students  in  kindergarten  and 
grade  1.  Also,  two  Chisanbop  workshops  were  conducted  for  the 
elementary  and  special  needs  staff.  Several  workshops  for  teachers 
were  presented  in  the  social  studies  and  science  areas  as  well. 

STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

Student  interest  and  enthusiasm  were  evidenced  by  their  involve- 
ment and  achievements  in  math,  science,  and  social  studies  activities. 
Students  in  grades  6,  7,  and  8  participated  in  the  New  England  Math 
League  Contest.  Grades  7  and  8  students  won  third  place  honors  for 
this  county.  Grade  8  students  won  the  third  place  trophy  in  the 
Massasoit  Principals'  Math  League  as  well. 

Science  fairs  were  held  in  the  elementary  and  middle  schools 
again  this  year.  The  students'  products  were  well  done.  For  the  first 
time,  several  middle  school  students  represented  the  Norton  School 
District  in  the  Region  III  Science  Fair.  Three  students  received 
awards  for  their  efforts.  The  science  fairs  clearly  demonstrate  the 
diverse  experiences  and  opportunities  students  are  exposed  to  in  the 
K-8  science  program.  Another  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  middle 
school  sixth  grade  social  studies'  "World  Cultures  Fair" 

Proposition  2  Vi  implementation  will  result  in  many  changes  in  the 
K-8  curriculum.  A  new  Basal  Math  Program  will  be  implemented 
next  year.  This  change  will  result  in  more  large  group  instruction 
with  minimal  individualized  instruction  for  students.  Science  will  be- 
come a  program  centered  on  a  "demonstration"  rather  than  a 
"hands-on"  approach.  Social  studies  in  the  middle  school  will  be 
taught  by  the  twenty-four  regular  classroom  teachers  instead  of  the 
six  area  specialists.  With  these  changes,  the  goal  of  a  quality  educa- 
tion will  not  be  altered.  A  challenging  and  effective  instructional 
program  for  student  learning  will  be  maintained.  The  process  of 
achieving  this  goal  will  differ. 

CUSTODIAL  MAINTENANCE  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  James  C.  Neveu,  Director 

The  main  objective  of  the  Custodial  Maintenance  Department  this 
year  was  energy  conservation.  It  was  in  addition  to  the  normal 
cleaning  and  maintenance  schedule. 
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At  the  Norton  Middle  and  L.  G.  Nourse  Schools,  new  cost  effective 
burners  and  controls  were  installed.  Also,  economizer  damper 
valves  were  placed  on  all  classroom  unit  heaters.  Through  these 
measures,  approximately  fifteen  percent  less  fuel  was  used.  At  all 
the  buildings  more  efficient  and  effective  lights  were  installed  in 
gyms,  auditoriums,  perimeter  and  parking  areas. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  energy  conservation  at  all  our 
buildings  in  the  past  few  years.  There  are  still  some  areas  which 
need  further  study  before  any  projects  can  be  undertaken.  However, 
with  the  effects  of  Proposition  2Vz,  I  cannot  foresee  this  in  the  im- 
mediate future. 

CAFETERIAS 

Mrs.  Viola  Araujo,  Director 

With  this  school  year,  1980/81,  coming  to  a  close,  we  find  that 
many  changes  have  taken  place.  With  the  passing  of  Proposition  2Vz 
on  the  ballot  last  fall,  budget  cuts  made  by  President  Ronald  Reagan, 
and  the  ever  increasing  rate  of  inflation,  we  realize  that  our  school 
cafeterias  are  in  trouble.  However,  our  year  was  a  successful  one 
even  though  participation  dropped  due  to  the  price  increase  per  meal. 
At  this  time  though,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  our  participation  is  on 
the  rise  again,  and  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  your  child  is  still 
receiving  a  well-balanced,  nutritional  meal.  We  intend  to  continue 
producing  these  fine  meals  for  our  students  as  long  as  we  are  able  to 
do  so.  Your  cooperation  and  understanding  has  helped  us  very  much 
and  we  are  grateful  for  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
BUILDING  COMMITTEE 
June  1981 

The  committee  has  had  several  problems  with  the  Solmonese 
School: 

1.  Sewer  gas  smell 

2.  Dry  air  complaints 

3.  Silo  hit  by  lightning 

4.  Problems  with  the  ballfield 

1.  After  many  tests,  there  were  no  leaks  found  in  the  venting 
pipes.  Engineers  suggested  extending  the  height  of  the  vents  approxi- 
mately 8  feet  above  the  roof.  The  work  was  done  which  corrected  the 
problem. 

2.  Our  engineers  suggested  a  dehumidifier  be  installed,  especially 
in  the  Library,  to  correct  the  dry  air  complaints.  This  project  is  out 
on  bid. 

3.  It  was  originally  planned  to  salvage  the  silo  as  a  landmark,  re- 
store it  and  install  a  roof.  However,  the  contract  with  the  general 
contractor  carried  $12,500  for  the  restoration  which  the  committee 
felt  was  too  expensive,  thus  the  committee  withdrew  that  part  of  the 
contract  and  held  on  to  the  $12,500. 

After  the  general  contract  was  completed,  the  restoration  work 
on  the  silo  was  rebid,  and  approximately  $700  was  spent  to  make  it 
presentable. 

Lightning  hit  the  silo  this  year  so  prices  were  obtained  on  taking 
it  down  and  grading  the  area.  The  prices  ran  approximately  $1,500. 
The  committee  put  it  out  on  bid  for  complete  restoration  (damage 
done  by  lightning,  vandalism,  and  also  a  new  roof  and  lightning  rod). 

The  bids  ranged  from  $11,500  down  to  $4,500.  The  work  was 
completed  for  the  $4,500,  an  approximate  $7,000  savings  over  the 
original  general  contract. 

4.  The  baseball  field  has  been  damaged  by  tire  marks  of  motor- 
cycles and  cars,  and  lack  of  watering.  This  made  it  quite  unsafe  for 
children  to  play  on  so  the  committee  has  voted  to  refinish  the  infield 
and  install  a  fence  (out  on  bids). 

During  construction  the  contractor  dug  a  well  for  their  own  ad- 
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vantage.  The  committee  is  considering  purchasing  an  electric  pump 
(on  bid)  so  that  the  grass  and  trees  could  be  watered  without  using 
town  water. 

In  the  very  near  future  the  problems  of  the  Solmonese  School 
should  all  be  corrected,  and  the  committee  will  turn  back  all  moneys 
not  spent  and  vote  to  dissolve  the  committee. 


This  has  been  a  good  committee  dedicated  to  building  a  fine  school 
for  the  town  at  the  best  possible  cost.
